Don’t cry for Coehlo, Wright 


the powerful majority whip from the 

Central Valley, announced his resignation 
last week, liberal Democrats in the Bay Area acted 
as if a terrible tragedy had just occurred. 

“Oh my God,”’ the San Francisco Chronicle 
quoted Marin County Representative Barbara 
Boxer saying (‘‘as she paused to fight back tears’’). 

Nancy Pelosi, who represents San Francisco, 
said she was ‘‘so sad and shocked that I find it hard 
to believe,’’ the Chron reported. 

Members of Congress have always been a pretty 
clubby lot, especially when others of their own party, 
from their own state, are concerned. And as Boxer 
explained to the Chron’s Larry Liebert, ‘‘When 
you had Tony on your side, you had a good chance 
of winning.” 

The problem is, on a lot of key issues, Coelho was 
not on San Francisco’s side. He was, for example, on 
the side of big Central Valley agribusinesses (who 
wanted more of our water), the Turlock and 
Modesto Irrigation Districts (which wanted more 
and cheaper Hetch Hetchy electricity) and PG&E 
(which wanted to prevent enforcement of the 
Raker Act and keep San Francisco safe for its 
private power monopoly). 

Last year Tony Coelho loomed large on the 
horizon during the Board of Supervisors debate on 
San Francisco’s disastrous long-term power con- 
tracts — contracts that cost the cash-starved city 
tens of millions of dollars a year and gave away 
many of the benefits of our one-of-a-kind, con- 
gressionally-authorized Hetch Hetchy power proj- 
ect to PG&E and Turlock and Modesto. With his 
power in Washington, the supervisors kept saying, 
Coelho could force the city to sell its electric power 
at even cheaper rates, or maybe force us to give up 
the Hetch Hetchy dam altogether. 

Fear of Coelho kept Boxer and Pelosi at bay and 
gave city officials a convenient excuse for approv- 
ing one of the great sellouts of the century. 

On some issues (aid to the Contras, for example) 
Coelho was a solid progressive voice. But like too 
many others, that voice could be muted by special-

interest campaign dollars. 

Coelho won the respect and admiration of his 
peers — and a place in the House leadership — by 
reviving the moribund Democratic congressional 
campaign fundraising operation. He showed that 
Democrats could raise as much money as Repub- 
licans (and from many of the same sources). 

And indeed they can — special interest money 
res'yects no party lines. But the price is high. In the 
past few years, Coelho has helped oil and gas pro- 
ducers, the savings and loan industry, defense con- 
tractors, big corporate farmers and various other 
powerful interests avoid higher taxes, environ- 
mental restrictions and more government regulation. 

It now appears the sleaze that was so much a part 
of his political life slipped into his personal life, 
too. The Justice Department and the House Ethics 
Committee have begun looking into Coelho’s 1986 
purchase of a $100,000 junk bond from Drexel 
Burnham Lambert. Michael Milken, the indicted 
Drexel junk bond king who arranged the deal, is a 
close friend of Coelho’s. Coelho put up none of his 
Own money, and, with the help of a savings and 
loan executive who may have been seeking political 
favors, made almost $7,000 in profit from the deal. 

Sure Coelho and Jim Wright are not the only 
politicians with ethics problems. Sure it’s unfair 
that countless others — including George Bush — 
aren’t getting nailed too. And sure Representative 
Newt Gingrich is attacking Democratic leaders for 
partisan reasons. 

But none of that excuses what Wright and Coelho 
appear to have done, and none of it gives House 
Democrats (or the voters) a valid reason to let the 
two leaders off the hook. Sleaze is a non-partisan 
virus — and congressional Democrats like Wright 
and Coelho, who have had too much power for too 
long with too little scrutiny, are especially susceptible. 

If the Wright and Coelho cases lead to a new furor 
over political ethics in Washington and increased 
scrutiny of elected officials from both parties, it 
will be a welcome change. And if a few more Jim 
Wrights and Tony Coelhos fall from power in the 
process, we won’t be shedding a whole lot of tears. 


Brown ina fishbowl 


Jim Wright and Tony Coelho is as rampant in 

Sacramento as it is in Washington. And like 
Wright and Coelho, some of those most seriously 
infected are powerful Democratic legislators. 

You don’t have to look far to see the causes: ar- 
rogance, lack of accountability and the freedom 
from scrutiny that occurs when politicians are in 
power too long, with too little challenge. A lazy, 
subservient press corps makes the climate even 
more unhealthy. 

The story by Jim Balderston on page 17 demon- 
strates the results: The speaker of the state 
Assembly can boldly introduce a bill that could 
help smooth the way for one of his private law 
clients to build a controversial waterfront aquar- 
ium project in San Francisco. He can then refuse to 
provide details of his legal fees or the work he has 
done for the developer. 

And judging by past experience, none of 
Brown’s good liberal Democratic colleagues will 
utter a peep of criticism, the Legislature’s ethics 
committee will not pursue the matter, the Fair 


Te SLEAZE virus that seems to have felled 


Political Practices Commission will refuse to in- 
vestigate and the state Bar Association will con- 
tinue to insist that there is nothing inherently 
wrong with a public official representing private 
clients and citing ‘‘attorney-client privilege’ as an 
excuse for refusing to make a full disclosure of the 
arrangement. Mayor Agnos will say nothing, and 
the Examiner and Chronicle, Brown’s hometown 
papers, will ignore the story. 

It took an obnoxious, hot-headed Southern Re- 
publican with a heavy ideological agenda to force 
Congress to examine the ethical conduct of its top 
Democratic leaders. And if the Democrats conti- 
nue to waffle on ethics, the Newt Gingriches of the 
world will take the issue and run with it — and bring 
the rest of their right-wing agenda along. Nothing 
will do more to destroy the liberal Democratic 
agenda than liberals tolerating leaders who are in- 
fected with sleaze. 

For Democratic legislators in Sacramento and 
progressive leaders in San Francisco, the question 
remains: Will anybody take on Willie Brown — be- 
fore it’s too late? 


Secrecy and sleaze 


CRITICAL thread runs through the 

A Wright, Coelho and Brown ethics problems: 

sleaze protected by secrecy and non-dis- 

closure. The problem extends far beyond those 
three politicians. 

The California Assembly and Senate Rules Com- 
mittees have met secretly at least 93 times since 1987 
and voted legislators at least $1 million in extra 
benefits, the Los Angeles Times and the San Jose 
Mercury News have recently reported. That vio- 


lates the spirit of the Brown Act — and quite 
possibly the letter of Proposition 24, the 1984 
Legislative reform initiative. 

The stories and editorials in papers like the 
Times, Mercury News and Bay Guardian have 
helped make legislative secrecy an issue. But the re- 
calcitrant response of the Legislature suggests that 
press and public pressure is not enough. It may 
take a new reform initiative or a major lawsuit to 
bring the Legislature back into the sunshine.

A factual fracas 


I was disappointed to read your article entitled 
“‘Merchants may sue Parking Authority for illegal 
vote”’ (Bay Guardian, 5/18/89) because several 
very important facts were omitted. 

First of all, the Parking Authority sent out 
notices of the meeting on May 3rd, indicating the 
time, place and subject of the special meeting. This 
fact was expressly stated to Mr. Mindich but it was 
apparently convenient for him to ignore it. 

Secondly, copies of that notice were sent to Mr. 
Richard Morton of the San Francisco Chamber of 
Commerce, Mr. Tom Stillman of the Council of 
District Merchants, the city editor of the Bay Guard- 
ian, the San Francisco Examiner, the San Francisco 
Public Library and many others on our mailing list. 
Mr. Mindich also chose to ignore this fact. 

Thirdly, there was no attempt to keep things 
secret as your paper states. The chairman of the 
Parking Authority received a letter dated April 
27th from the mayor requesting the transfer on 
May 28th. Staff polled the Parking Authority com- 
missioners to determine an appropriate time for a 
special meeting. A tentative date of May 16th was 
considered but the Mayor’s Office indicated that a 
decision made on or after May 15th would create 
problems with the budget planning process. A con- 
sensus was reached on May 2nd to hold the special 
meeting on May 9th. Notices were sent on May 
3rd; no member of the Parking Authority nor its 
staff did anything to obstruct the dissemination of 
this information to the public. Every effort was 
made to publicize and notice this special meeting in 
the normal manner. It’s sheer imagination to con- 
clude that our efforts to publicize the special 
meeting involved any ‘‘secret plans.”’ 

Finally, Mr. Mindich failed to mention the fact 
that the Parking Authority agreed to transfer 
funds from the Off Street Parking Fund to the 
General Fund on the conditions that: 1) It would be 
approved by the Board of Supervisors. 2) Funds 
from the Sutter-Stockton Garage (scheduled to 
terminate in 1989-90) be extended one year to 
1990-91 as reimbursement to the Off Street Parking 
Fund. 3) The Mayor’s Office support legislation to 
provide the necessary funds during Fiscal Year 
1989-90 if the Parking Authority has on-line projects 
requiring site acquisition or development monies. 

Oh, by the way, the money was transferred for the 
specific purpose of funding traffic enforcement, 
which benefits all neighborhoods. . .and yes, the 
Parking Authority is still part of the City and 
County of San Francisco. 

The next time Mr. Mindich does an article about 
us, he should observe Sergeant Friday’s admonition 


and provide “‘just the facts, ma’am, just the facts.’’

Jeremy Mindich responds: While the Parking 
Authority may have mailed out notices of its May 
9th meeting on May 3rd, the copy of the notice 
received by the library was date stamped May 8th. 
The notice was, therefore, not posted by the library 
until less than 24 hours before the meeting began. 
That is a violation of Ralph M. Brown Act, accord- 
ing to Terry Francke, legal counsel of the Califor- 
nia Newspaper Publishers Association and an ex- 
pert on open-meetings laws. 

We reported that Scott Hauge and members of the 
Council of District Merchants said they were angry 
that they only found out about the meeting by 
speaking with parking commissioners and that 
they had alleged that the Parking Authority had 
violated of the Brown Act. 

If the Parking Authority was truly concerned 
with operating in public it should, at the very least, 
have complied fully with the Brown Act. More im- 
portant, it didn’t have to go far out of its way to en- 
sure that people interested in the meeting were fully 
informed — a simple phone call to any of the nu- 
merous local small business leaders who have made 
it very clear on repeated occasions that they are in- 
terested in this issue would have saved everyone in- 
volved a great deal of aggravation. The Brown Act 
stipulates minimum requirements for noticing meet- 
ings (which the Parking Authority failed to meet). It 
does not prevent agencies from going beyond those 
minimum requirements to involve members of the 
public in decisions that affect them. If the Parking 
Authority had actually made “‘every effort’? to take 
open government seriously, it could easily have 
prevented much of this controversy. 


Educational issues 


It is about time someone took notice of our fail- 
ing school system.

DA PROBE OF 
BERKELEY 

RENT BOARD 
MEMBER SOUGHT 


A GROUP of East Bay tenant lawyers is 
asking the Berkeley city attorney and the 
Alameda County district attorney to inves- 
tigate charges that Berkeley Rent Board 
Commissioner Kathleen DeVries violated 
the city’s rent ordinance. 

Mark Goldowitz, a tenant lawyer who is 
part of the group, told the Bay Guardian a 
complaint and request for criminal charges 
will be filed this week, alleging that 
DeVries, in her capacity as manager of a 


‘north-side apartment building, advised a 


pair of tenants last year to pay an illegally 
high rent. 

The complaint will also charge that 
DeVries failed to disclose on her Statement 
of Economic Interests that she served as 
the property manager for the building. 

In an April 13, 1989 letter to the Rent 
Board, Goldowitz states that tenants 
Kenneth Preston and Marilyn Friedman- 
Preston “‘testified under oath that in a 
conversation in January 1988, Kathleen 
DeVries told them that she knew the rent 
being charged was higher than the lawful 
rent, but asked them to pay the higher rent 
anyway, hinting that this might stop the 
property from being sold.’ 

When contacted by the Bay Guardian, 
DeVries declined to comment on the 
allegations. 

Goldowitz, who represents Preston and 
Friedman-Preston, said he wants DeVries 
to resign from the board. If she refuses to 
resign, he said, he hopes the district at- 
torney will file criminal charges and win a 
conviction — which Goldowitz could then 
use as a basis for seeking her ouster. “‘If a 
board member commits a crime, particular- 
ly a crime violating the very ordinance they 
are entrusted with enforcing, I believe that’s 
grounds for removal,’’ Goldowitz said. 

Since DeVries is a member of the 
minority pro-landlord Citizens for Fair 
Rent Control faction, the issue has 
important political ramifications. Her 
ouster and replacement by a pro-tenant 
candidate would further strengthen the 
slim pro-tenant majority on the board. 

The complaint alleges that DeVries 
violated the rent control ordinance’s pro- 
hibition against charging rents above the 
certified level, and cites the clause extending 
this to the ‘‘agent”’ or ‘‘representative’’ of 
the landlord, as well as the section pro- 
viding criminal penalties for such violations. 
Ironically, the tenant-backed Measures K 
and L, opposed and defeated by DeVries’ 
CFRC faction in last November’s election, 
avould have eliminated criminal penalties 
for the actions Goldowitz is alleging that 
DeVries committed. 

Goldowitz said the legal rent for the 
building DeVries manages, and a record 
of rent increases, are documented in the 
Rent Board files dating from 1983. Rent 
Board documents show that the rent 
increase notice seeking the higher rent 
from the the tenants is signed by DeVries, 
as property manager. 

Goldowitz is representing Preston and 
Friedman-Preston in a civil action seeking 
more than $4,000 in refunds for what the 
tenants claim were rent overcharges. Since 
Preston and Friedman-Preston no longer 
live in the building, and since the property 


has been sold, the tenants must take their 
case to Superior Court. 

Friedman-Preston told the Bay Guardian 
she discovered she was paying more than 
the legal rent for her apartment when she 
received a notice from the Rent Board in 
the mail in April 1987. But, she said, she 
and her husband decided to pay the higher 
rent after DeVries suggested that it might 
forestall the sale of the property to potential 
Owner-occupiers, a move that would mean 
eviction for the couple. 

“I knew she was on the Rent Board and I 
figured what she was doing was fine,’’ said 
Friedman-Preston. 

Goldowitz is also asking the district at- 
torney to investigate whether DeVries’ 
position as property manager constitutes 
an economic interest in real property that 
should have been listed in the disclosure 
form all elected officials in Berkeley must 
file under penalty of perjury. If so, 
Goldowitz said, DeVries’ failure to 
disclose her position would ‘‘equally 
justify her removal from the board.”

CHILD-CARE 

GROUPS SEND 
PLAY-DOUGH 
TO THE DUKE 


ON JUNE Ist, while Governor George 
Deukmejian’s mailbox is brimming over 
with, packages of homemade play-dough 
sent by child-care centers across the state, 
the Capitol steps will be filled with 
children, day-care staffers and child-care 
advocates mixing up more batches of the 
squishy stuff. 

Like many activities planned by people 
who work with children, the play-dough 
day is meant to teach an important 
lesson. Spearheaded by the Child Care 
Employee Project of Oakland, child-care 
centers and advocates are delivering a 
message: ‘‘We can’t survive on play 
dough. We need real dough!”’ 

For months, child-care advocates have 
been lobbying for a cost-of-living increase 
for the state-supported child-care 
programs that serve low-income families. 
According to the CCEP, child-care 
programs, already underfunded, have 
received inadequate COLAs since 1981, 
leaving them 15 percent behind inflation. 

Abby Cohen, an attorney with the Child 
Care Law Center, told the Bay Guardian 
that many programs have folded because 
they could not operate on the money the 
state allowed them. During the 1980s, as 
the need for child care soared, the state 
Department of Education estimates that 
between 5,000 and 6,000 child-care places 
were lost because of inadequate COLAs. 

This year, Governor Deukmejian’s initial 
budget proposal included a COLA for 
child-care programs run by school districts, 
but not those in other agencies, a plan that 
threatened to divide the child-care forces. 
Instead, a united push for a COLA for all 
child-care centers has recently won the first 
round. Subcommittees of both the 
Assembly and Senate budget committees 
have recommended COLAs for all state- 
supported child-care programs, according 
to Pat Dorman, editor of On the Capitol 
Doorstep, a newsletter that tracks 
legislation affecting children. 

However, Dorman told the Bay Guardian, 
the amount of the COLA is not set, and 
the proposal has several hurdles ahead: the

full committees, both houses and the 
governor. 

With the play-dough demonstration, the 
movement for child care is trying to extend 
its activitiés beyond traditional lobbying. 
In a related éffort, several Bay Area 
groups have been working to build a local 
grassroots movement for child care. 

In the East Bay this spring, the Child 
Care Employee Project met with staff and 
parents in dozens of child-care centers. 
Rachel Sierra of the project reported, 
‘These young mothers came back in the 
evening after working all day. Their 
response was very encouraging.”’ 

At one Richmond center where almost 
all the parents were black, low-income, single 
mothers, Sierra said one mother’s com- 
ment summarized the basis for an alliance 
between day-care workers and parents. The 
woman thanked Sierra for coming to the 
center to discuss child-care funding and ad- 
ded, ‘“‘My child’s teacher told me last week 
she hadn’t had a raise in five years. I 
thought, how can this girl take care of my 
baby if she’s worrying about her rent?”’ 

In San Francisco, workers at the North 
of Market Child Development Center have 
been organizing a different way: They 
recently voted to unionize. Jade Travers, 
one of the new union members, told the 
Bay Guardian that a major reason the 
workers organized was to build clout for - 
child care in state politics. He said in 
Massachusetts, where several thousand 
child-care workers are unionized, they 
have become a real force. North of Market 
workers have been meeting informally 
with representatives from other San 
Francisco child-care center to discuss 
organizing strategy — and to build 
support for the play-dough demonstration.

POPULIST JIM 
HIGHTOWER 
SURVIVES TEXAS 
SHOOTOUT 


POPULIST TEXAS Agriculture Commis- 
sioner Jim Hightower must be doing 
something right — his enemies came 
within days of abolishing the state’s 
Department of Agriculture recently in an 
attempt to strip him of his authority. 

Hightower, a former editor of the 
progressive Austin biweekly newspaper 
The Texas Observer, readily admits he 
represents the small farmer against _ 
big-monied interests. Since first elected in 
1982, he has advocated such unusual 
special crops as blueberries, aggressively 
regulated the use of hazardous pesticides 
and set up cooperatives to cut out the 
middlemen who siphon off farm profits 
(see ‘‘From the grassroots up,”’ Bay 
Guardian, 8/26/87). 

His opponents — including the chemical 
industry, big corporate farmers and 
Republican Governor Bill Clements — had 
hoped Hightower would abandon his post 
in 1990 to run for the U.S. Senate, but 
Hightower announced Jan. 6th he would 
seek re-election. 

Around the same time, he angered the 
Texas Farm Bureau with his response to a 
Jan. Ist embargo against U.S. hormone- 
"ed beef by the European Economic 
Community. Rather than railing against 
he ban, Hightower proposed that Texas 
cattle growers raise beef that could be 
vertified hormone-free by his department. 

Clements, the Farm Bureau and 


Hightower’s other foes then proposed 
making the job of commissioner an 
appointed position. 

Clements backed down after an April poll 
showed 61 percent of all Texas voters 
favored keeping the commissionership an 
elected position. But he also suggested 
taking away Hightower’s power to 
regulate pesticide use. 

In fact, Clements said that unless 
Hightower were stripped of his pesticide 
authority, he would veto legislation to 
reauthorize the Department of Agriculture 
for another 12 years. If Clements ever 
carried through on his pledge, the depart- 
ment would have ceased to exist as of Sept. 
ist. Hightower would have remained com- 
missioner, but he would have had no staff 
and no budget. 

Clements proposed establishing a five- 
member committee to oversee pesticide 
regulation. Hightower would have chaired 
the committee, but according to 
Hightower policy analyst Geoff Rips, the 
committee would have been stacked in 
favor of agribusiness and the chemical 
industry. ‘‘That would essentially mean 
that farm workers would be free to poison 
themselves,’’ he told the Bay Guardian. 

Hightower, with help from such 
notables as country singer Willie Nelson, 
fought the proposal and Clements 
announced May 25th that he would agree 
to support a compromise package under 
which pesticide regulation would be 
controlled by a nine-member committee 
chaired by the commissioner. 

The larger compromise committee 
would not have authority to rewrite pre- 
existing rules and regulations, and its 
makeup, Rips said, would be more likely 
to favor Hightower’s progressive agenda. 

Both the state House and Senate ap- 
proved the compromise language just days 
before the May 29th legislative deadline, 
and the governor has 20 days to sign.

WHOLL TAKE 
UP GAUNTLET 
ON CAPITOL 
SECRECY? 


IN LATE March, when the San Jose 
Mercury News began a series of articles 
about closed-door meetings of the 
Legislature, journalists and journalism 
organizations around the state denounced 
the secret sessions. 

In mid-April, when the legislative 
counsel released an opinion that said the 
closed sessions were legal, Terry Francke, 
legal counsel for the California Newspaper 
Publishers Association, told the Mercury 
News, ‘‘I guess the gauntlet is down.” 

But by the end of May, it wasn’t clear 
which of the major press organizations 
was prepared to pick up the gauntlet. 

The California First Amendment Coali- 
tion, a coalition of statewide media organi- 
zations, had considered a lawsuit to enforce 
the open-meetings provisions of the Propo- 
sition 24, a 1984 ballot initiative written by 
tax reformer Paul Gann. 

However, according to CNPA’s May 22nd 
Legislative Bulletin, ‘‘most members of the 
Media Advisory Panel for the coalition are 
recommending against a proposed lawsuit.’’ 

The Media Attorney Advisory Panel in- 
cludes Michael Dorais, CNPA’ general 
counsel, and other lawyers, most of whom

regularly represent large daily newspapers. 
According to the bulletin, CFAC legal 
counsel Jon Kotler told CNPA ‘“‘most 
lawyers on the committee agreed with 
CNPA’s representative [Dorais] that a 
lawsuit would be premature and not a 
good idea — at least at this time.”’ 

The bulletin did not explain why Dorais 
decided the suit would not be a good idea, 
and Dorais could not be reached for com- 
ment, but both the Bay Guardian and the 
Mercury News have questioned recently 
whether CNPA might be sacrificing public 
interest issues in favor of the business 
agendas of big publishers (see Bay Guard- 
ian, 5/17/89). And a Sacramento at- 
torney, who asked to remain anonymous, 
told the Bay Guardian, ‘‘Any attorney 
who takes this case will have trouble ever 
coming before the Legislature on a lobby- 
ing or business issue.’’ 

Kotler told the Bay Guardian some 
members of the advisory panel ‘had con- 
cern for what would happen to the larger 
media if a lawsuit was filed by one media 
organization,’’ he said. ‘‘One of them 
said, “The climate between the Legislature 
and the media is the worst I’ve ever seen 
and the Legislature is starting to take it out 
on us in various ways.’ ”’ 

He noted, however, that the attorneys 
had not ruled out a future lawsuit. ‘“What 
the attorneys were basically saying is that 
if there are ways of resolving this problem 
short of litigation, they should be pursued. 
Nobody said you shouldn’t pursue it be- 
cause you have an erroneous analysis of 
the law,’’ he said. 

CFAC President Mel Opotowsky, senior 
managing editor of the Press-Enterprise of 
Riverside County, told the Bay Guardian 
he has not finished polling the CFAC 
directors about a possible lawsuit. He added 
he is looking for other organizations that 
would be ‘‘willing to direct a political pro- 
gram that would resolve the problem.’ 

With CNPA staying out of the fray and 
with CFAC possibly backing away from a 
lawsuit, the battle against legislative 


secrecy has been taken up by the 
Sacramento-based Central Chapter of the 
Society of Professional Journalists, with 
backing from the Northern California 
Chapter. Central Chapter President Daniel 
Carson told the Bay Guardian chapter 
representatives have met with members of 
the staff of Senate President Pro Tem 
David Roberti and asked him to amend 
Senate Concurrent Resolution 2, his pro- 
posed joint rules for the Legislature, to re- 
quire open meetings in most instances. 

“‘We asked Roberti to put into the 
measure language that would implement 
Prop. 24,’ Carson said. ‘“We believe that 
the law as far as open meetings of the Legis- 
lature are concerned is very clear. We were 
very careful to make clear that we were not 
asking for a change in the law, but for him 
to implement the existing law.’’ 

Roberti’s press secretary, Bob Forsyth, 
told the Bay Guardian Roberti is con- 
sidering changing the Senate Rules 
Committee rules on closed sessions, and will 
probably not amend SCR 2. 

SPJ received some help from the Los 
Angeles Times on May 17th, when the 
paper ran a lengthy front-page article that 
charged legislators with voting themselves 
more than $1 million in benefits during 
secret sessions. The Times followed up 
with an editorial May 22nd. 

Bert Robinson, who won an award from 
SPJ’s Northern California Chapter for his 
coverage of legislative secrecy for the 
Mercury News, told the Bay Guardian the 
Times has considerable clout with legisla- 
tors, and that in the wake of the article the 
Senate Rules Committee, a major offender, 
has seemed more willing to meet in public. 
“Tt wasn’t until the L.A. Times did its 
story that these guys got serious about 
changing their practice,’ he said. 

As an example, Robinson pointed to a 
recent Senate meeting to discuss an $11 
million contract for new computers that 
was open to the public. ‘‘They never 
would have done that prior to the stories,”’ 
he said.

DISASTER 
OF THE WEEK 


THE SAN Francisco Police 
Commission's decision not to 
hear the disciplinary case 
against police officer Francis 
Achim, who was accused of 
beating Dolores Huerta, came 
looming out of the past in a 
very unpleasant way this week 
in the wake of a finely honed 
story by Examiner investiga- 
tive reporter Seth Rosenfeld. 

Rosenfeld’s story appeared 
in the Examiner's Metro sec- 
tion on Sunday, May 28th, and 
its headline told the whole 
Story: ‘Huerta case cop has 
record of alleged assaults.” 
The story put the Huerta case 
back in the public eye — and 
the Police Commission back 
on the political hot seat.The 
Office of Citizen Complaints, 
after a lengthy investigation, 
accused Achim of using un- 
necessary force in striking 
United Farm Workers Vice 
President Dolores Huerta with 
abaton ata Sept. 14th 
demonstration. Huerta suf- 
fered three broken ribs and a 
ruptured spleen. 

But Police Chief Frank Jordan 
refused to accept the OCC's 
conclusions and decided not 
to bring the case to the com- 
mission for possible discip- 
linary action. Only Commis- 
sioner Jose Medina objected 
publicly to the chief's decision. 

The decision looked bad at 
the time, and now — thanks to 
the information revealed in 
Rosenfeld's article — it looks 
even worse, 

Rosenfeld revealed that in 
1982, Achim had been involved 
in two incidents that led to suits 
against the city for alleged 
assaults. The plaintiffs won set- 
tlements totaling $70,000. 

Rosenfeld also revealed 
that Achim had been advised 
by a supervisor to seek stress 
counseling after an incident at 
a firing range, but the officer 
declined to follow that advice 

Rosenfeld’s story is the 
latest development a case that 
only seems to get more 
bizarre as time goes on. Two 
weeks ago, Achim filed a 
grievance charging that his 
superiors were trying to 
coerce him into leaving the 
Tactical Unit, and in the wake 
of the grievance it was dis- 
covered that a document of an 
undisclosed type was taken 
from Achim’s file before the 
file was sent over to a criminal 
grand jury convened by Dis- 
trict Attorney Arlo Smith to 
look into the Huerta case. 

The missing record has 
been recovered — although 
not yet publicly identified — 
and it may well contain infor- 
mation suggesting that Achim 
should never have been on the 
front lines of the TAC squad 
that September day. 

That document — along 
with Rosenfeld's story — also 
spells disaster for the damage 
control efforts that poured 
forth from every city agency 
involved in the Huerta case. 

And unless the case is re- 
opened — don't hold your 
breath — Jordan's decision 
and Mayor Art Agnos's support 
for it will stand as shining ex- 
amples of just how badly politi- 
cians can mess things up when 
they try to avoid taking a tough 
position on a divisive issue.

CC Board ignores survey 
THE GOVERNING Board of the San 
Francisco Community College District has 
refused to review its teachers’ responses to a 
survey on the chancellor’s job performance. 

American Federation of Teachers Local 
2121, which conducted the survey, 
presented the results to the board May 
25th. The teachers’ responses clearly 
indicated their dissatisfaction with the job 
performance of Chancellor Hilary Hsu. Of 
206 respondents, 188 recommended that 
Hsu’s contract — which has one more year 
to run — not be renewed. Only 18 
recommended keeping Hsu on the job. 

But board President Julie Tang, a 
longtime supporter of Hsu, refused to 
allow the board to review the survey or to 
hear selected comments from the teachers. 
To bolster her position, Tang presented an 
opinion from the board’s lawyer, James 
Seely, stating, among other things, that the 
survey was not “‘part of the evaluation 
process agreed to under the terms of the 
chancellor’s employment agreement.’’ To 
date, the only evaluation of Hsu’s 
performance that the board has considered 
is one Hsu himself authored. Not 
surprisingly, that document, dated March 
31st, cast Hsu in a very positive light. 

Board member John Riordan, who 
opposes extending Hsu’s contract, told the 
Bay Guardian it is not likely that any 
further substantive board evaluation of 
Hsu will take place. ‘‘The only person who 
has evaluated the chancellor has been the 
chancellor himself,’’ he said. ‘“The 
board certainly doesn’t evaluate him — 
no one does.”’ 


AFT wins school district 


THE AMERICAN Federation of Teachers 
won a convincing victory in last Friday’s 
San Francisco Unified School District 
certification election. 

The AFT won the election by a count of 
1703-1388 over the Classroom Teachers 
Association, which has represented the 
district’s 3,900 teachers in contract 
negotiations since 1981. 

AFT’s election as bargaining unit for San 
Francisco teachers comes just a little more 
than a month before the teachers’ contract 
with the district expires June 30th. 

AFT Local 61 President Joan-Marie 
Shelley told the Bay Guardian, ‘‘The fact 
we won by this margin will allow us to deal 
effectively with the district on a number of 
issues. In effect, it is a mandate to go and 
get a good contract.” 

The impact of AFT’s election could go 
far beyond the negotiation of a new 
contract, however. Shelley said one of the 
local’s main goals is teacher empowerment 
within the school system. Nationally, the 
AFT has been in the forefront of school 
restructuring, a movement to shift power 
in school management to teachers and to 
teacher-administration-parent groups in 
individual schools. Such programs have 
been successful in other school systems in 


* the United States and abroad. 


The AFT victory margin could lead to a 
merger of AFT and CTA sometime in the 
near future — and thus potentially an end 
to the constant warfare between the rival 
unions that has crippled teacher efforts at 
promoting reform. Shelley said,‘‘I hope 
we can get merger talks going right away. 
This vote may be the last, best hope for a 
merger proposal succeeding.” 


Heavy Huerta turnout 


A LARGE crowd filled the auditorium at 
Horace Mann Middle School for a May 
25th town meeting sponsored by the 


Justice for Dolores Huerta Coalition. The 
crowd, representing a varied mix of ages 
and ethnic groups, listened to speeches 
from Supervisors Terence Hallinan and 
Harry Britt, attorney Tito Torres and 
others, supporting both Huerta and the 
United Farm Workers grape boycott. 

The heavy turnout pleasantly surprised 
the event’s sponsors, and sent a clear mes- 
sage that the Sept. 14, 1988 police 
beating of Huerta and the subsequent inac- 
tion of both the San Francisco Police Com- 
mission and Police Chief Frank Jordan 
have not been forgotten. 

Supporters were urged to write or call 
city and state officials about the incident. 


Smith campaign gears up 
DA ARLO SMITH has hired local political 
consultant Rich Schlackman to help put 
together the campaign team for his state 
attorney general run. 

Schlackman’s presence will give Smith, 
who has never been much of a glad hand 
or party insider, some much-needed access 
to state and national Democratic figures 
and top campaign technicians. It also 
suggests that the attorney general’s race 
will be serious, hard-fought and quite 
probably dirty. 

Schlackman, who has built a local 
consulting firm into a sizable operation 
with clients across the country, is known 
among other things for his expertise in 
creating direct-mail ‘‘hit pieces.’’ Smith’s 
chief opponent is Los Angeles District 
Attorney Ira Reiner. Burlingame lawyer 
Joe Cothcett is also in the race. 

Schlackman said he hopes to bring on 
some of the country’s best media and fund- 
raising talent for Smith, which would give 
San Francisco’s DA the credibility a north- 
ern Californian needs in a statewide race. 

Also look for Smith’s son, Ace, to be a 
key operative in the campaign. He’s 
become a national expert on what political 
consultants politely call ‘‘opponent 
research.’’ That means digging up dirt. If 
there’s anything unseemly in Reiner’s past, 
count on Ace to find it. 


Gays and the Ex 


SAN FRANCISCO’S gay community is 
buzzing with anticipation over the 
upcoming Examiner series examining the 
gay rights movement 20 years after the 
Stonewall riot. The series, slated to begin 
this Sunday, has involved some 25 
reporters and editors and at least two 
outside writers, who have been 
commissioned to look at how the Ex has 
covered gay issues and treated gay 
employees over the years. 

The series will run for 16 days over four 
weeks. If the series is as good as it could be 
(some of the best people at the Ex are 
working on the project), it will give the Ex a 
whole new level of credibility in the gay 
community — and potentially offend some 
of the paper’s more conservative readers. 
On the other hand, since expectations are 
fairly high (and the Ex is going to be 
promoting the series fairly heavily), if the 
stories don’t live up to their potential the 
community could be angry at the Ex for 
some time to come. It’s a risky project, 
and the paper deserves credit for taking it 
on. David Israels will have more details in 
his Gay Matters column next week.

Women bite dogs, too

Wi OST MORNINGS I take it for granted that the news- 





papers are going to be full of gray men in gray suits 

talking in long gray quotes. But every so often, I read 
the morning papers with a particular eye — not for news 
about the world, San Francisco or my astrological sign, but 
about my class of people. Women. 

From a scan of the front page of the New York Times 
recently (May 9th), things didn’t look too bleak at first. 
There was a photo of a mass rally, with women, and a photo 
of five astronauts, including one woman. Usually front-page 
pictures are headshots of men or photos of men shaking 
hands. A look at the bylines, however, was a bit more grim. 
That’s when I started counting. 

Of the seven stories on the front page of the Times, six 
were by men, and the one by a woman was a shrimpy thing 
way at the bottom of the page. Counting the front-page 
references to people revealed that 15 men had something im- 
portant enough to say that day to be mentioned, but only one 
woman. That woman, Rachel Carson, is dead. 

On through the front section, where out of 33 bylines, 25 
were male, and eight female, reflecting some attempt on the 
part of the Times to put women to work. The percentage of 
women who made it into the news, however, was much 
worse. Out of 242 references, only 26 were female. That’s 
when I started to get mad. 

My people, remember, make up 52 percent of the popula- 
tion. But if it weren’t for the Bloomingdale’s lingerie ads, 
you’d barely know we existed. 

Reading the Times a bit more closely, I discovered that not 
only are women rarely depicted, but when they are, it’s usually 
as wives, victims or in some other non-threatening role. Of those 
26 women mentioned, one was a nude mistress, three were 
wives of famous men, six were mass murder victims, and one 
was a nice old woman whose cardboard cow had been stolen 
from her front yard. That didn’t leave many women who are 
actively, independently doing important things in the world, 
although we all know such women do exist. 

The sexual imbalance got worse in other parts of the 
paper. In 15 sports stories — the entire sports section — 
not one single woman was mentioned. As if we don’t play 
sports. On the obituary page, eight men were profiled, com- 
pared to two women. As if we don’t die. 

The only place in the Times where women were mentioned 
and pictured more often than men was safely in the Style sec- 
tion — as models, dress designers or actresses. A story about 
a serious women’s issue, abortion, featured Norma 
McCorvey of Roe v. Wade fame, but described her in terms I 
dare say the Times editors would never dream of using for a 
man — ‘‘with her pixie haircut and deep lines of worry under 
her eyes.” 


fee cup, I switched to the Chronicle. 

Things were only slightly better. Of five front-page 
bylines, one was female, and again, it was at the bottom of 
the page. Of 126 front-page references, three were of 
women. In the front section, women reporters got six of 24 
bylines, and 41 women were mentioned compared to 183 
men. Of those women, one was a wife of a famous man, six 
were murder victims, four were TV celebrities, one was a 
madam and four were prostitutes. Doesn’t say a whole lot 
for women. 

On the Chronicle sports page, the score was terrible: 37 
stories devoted entirely to men’s sports to one story with a 
single-line mention of a woman tennis player. There were 
plenty of women in the Datebook section, though, with John 
Carman’s retro remarks about a TV character’s ‘‘oversized 
hormones, ”’ ‘‘cleavage”’ and ‘‘boyish hairdo.” 

My counting obsession lasted well into the late morning 
when, discreetly tucking my camisole under a boyish sweat- 


B:: FURROWED and hair draping into my cof- 


shirt, I went out to buy the Examiner. 

Oh, dear. The Examiner had four male bylines on the 
front page, zero female. Twenty-one references to men on 
Page 1, and one reference to a woman. Of 20 front-section 
bylines, six were women’s, but the first woman didn’t appear 
until Page 6. In the front section, of 171 references to people, 
20 were female: Five of those were wives, one was a baby 
and four were prostitutes. 

The Examiner, to its credit, had a piece in the Style section 
about the sexist barriers women face in science, but then the 
story didn’t make the front section. 


women represented in major newspapers is grim every- 
where. In a March, 1989 study of ten major 
newspapers done for the Communications Consortium in 
Washington, D.C., consultant Junior Bridge found: 
@ Twenty-seven percent of the bylines on the front pages 
were female. 
@ Twenty-four percent of the photographs included 
women. Unlike males, females were usually in group shots, 
generally with spouses and/or children (or other astronauts). 
® Only 11 percent of the people quoted were female. 
@ The New York Times was worst, with women represented 
in 16 of the bylines, 16 percent of the photographs and only 5 
percent of the references. 
®@ USA Today was the best of the lot, with women repre- 
sented in 41 percent of the photos and stories and referred to 
21 percent of the time. 

It’s clear that these newspapers are grossly sexist, and 
aren’t accurately reporting the majority-female reality out in 
the world. But few media people believe that the newspapers 
are, or should be, a mirror to the world — they’re more a 
reflection of institutional power and events. 

If few women are depicted in newspapers, the argument 
goes, it’s because few women have made it into top positions 
where they can be quoted as authorities. The newspapers are 
simply reporting objectively on the power arrangements as 
they exist. 

Bridge doesn’t buy that line. “How do you account for the 
fact that where there is an active woman, she isn’t mentioned 
much?” she asked me. She pointed out that women like 
Patricia Schroeder or Benazir Bhutto, for example, never 
made it to the front page during her study, but were instead 
buried on the inside pages — ‘‘even Maggie Thatcher.”’ 

And while several mayors of major cities appeared on the 
front pages in those cities, Mayor Kathy Whitmire of 
Houston never appeared on the front page until a man an- 
nounced he would oppose her in an election. 

It’s clear there’s something more deliberate than simple 
reporting going on here. The news, says sociologist Gaye 
Tuchman, is a “‘social construction of reality,”’ built to keep 
powerful people in power, i.e. men in charge of government 
and corporations, including the New York Times Company 
and the Hearst Corporation. 

The very definition of what is newsworthy is male-biased. 
News is what happens in the male-dominated public world, 
and the private world of women, children and day-to-day 
getting by is not considered newsworthy. 

“Ts the news that appears on the front page really the news 
we want?’ asks Bridge. ‘‘We raise men in this country to 
believe that things in our daily lives are irrelevant, and things 
women do are irrelevant.” 

Unless we want women to remain as invisible in the world 
as they are in the New York Times, the Chronicle and the 
Examiner, it’s time to start pointing out the statistical 
discrepancies between what newspapers report about women 
and what we’re all about. 

Bridge asks, ‘Can you imagine a paper that would not 
have a single picture, byline, or reference to a man on the 
front page?”’ Try that tomorrow morning over your news- 
paper and coffee. |_|

HETHER luxuriating 

in the crystalline riffs 

of an acoustic jazz 

quintet, straining to 

make out the vocals in 

a densely layered folk-rock band or 
standing at the back of a loud club with 
your chest rattling to the thump of a kick 
drum and your fingers in your ears, 
chances are you’ve become more sen- 
sitive to the quality of sound at live per- 
formances. The march of technology 
and heightened concerns over en- 
vironmental effects on physical well- 
being have brought questions about the 
nature of sound into sharper focus than 
ever before. And those questions have a 
lot to do with shaping the current Bay 
Area club scene, where promoters are 
competing not only for acts but for the 
reputation of having the ‘‘best sound.”’ 
‘“‘Everybody is getting more 
sophisticated,” says Mark Johnson, 
director of technical marketing for Meyer 
Sound Laboratories in Berkeley. “‘More 
things are digitally recorded now and 
many people own compact disc ma- 
chines. You go to a concert and you get 
mad if it doesn’t sound like a compact 
disc. And given the ticket prices that 
you have to pay, better sound is man- 
datory.’’ Awareness of the relationship 
of loud music to hearing loss — 
sparked locally by musician Kathy 
Peck and her organization HEAR, 
Hearing Education and Awareness for 
Rockers (see sidebar), and interna- 
tionally by Pete Townshend’s publi- 
cized hearing impairment and his pledge 





to play quieter concerts on the current 
Who reunion tour — further fuels the 
unprecedented popular scrutiny of the 
“sound”’ of music. 

But what determines how live music 
sounds in any given club? Why is there 
such a disparity from club to club, or 
even from show to show in the same 
venue? Why are some shows devastat- 
ingly loud? According to a half-dozen 
of the people who install or oversee the 
sound systems in some of the most prom- 
inent Bay Area music clubs, it’s a 
combination of hardware, architecture 
and human behavior. Every club has a 
different sound system, unique struc- 
tural characteristics and an individual 
musical menu, augmented or exacer- 
bated by the mercurial whims of 
Owners, musicians, audiences and 
sound mixers. The balance is unlikely 
to be repeated even in the same room. 

Most clubs tout the virtues of their 
sound systems, but few are as justified 
as Kimball’s East, Jane and Kimball 
Allen’s superb new jazz club in 
Emeryville. When the Allens gave 
Chuck LaPaglia free reign to design the 
nightclub from scratch, they had no 
idea how much it was going to cost. 
‘*Jane and Kimball agreed on principle 
right from the start,”’ says LaPaglia, 
“that the sound environment was as 
important as anything else. They real- 
ized that having the finest sound would 
become a draw.’”’ Mark Johnson, a vet- 
eran sound designer and technical 
coordinator, masterminded the instal- 
lation of a complete Meyer Sound 
system, which he estimates is worth 


TUNE IN, TURN ON, PLUG UP 


NE LOCAL musician who fully 
understands the impact of loud 
music is Kathy Peck, former 
singer and guitarist with the Contrac- 
tions and co-founder — with Dr. Flash 
Gordon of the Haight-Ashbury Free 
Clinic and John Doyle — of HEAR 
(Hearing Education & Awareness for 
Rockers). After the Contractions dis- 
banded in 1984, Peck discovered that 
her years of exposure to high volume 
resulted in a 40 percent hearing loss. 
“I was afraid to keep doing what I 
was doing,”’ she said last week before 
flying off to Washington, D.C. to ac- 
cept an award from the Nation Coun- 
cil of Communicative Disorders, ‘I 
was pretty much deaf. It was a real 


isolating experience.” Now, although 
she gigs with Mystery Train and her 
jokey outfit Tammy Whynot and the 
Bushwackers, and is planning a Con- 
tractions reunion for later this sum- 
mer, she devotes virtually full time to 
nonprofit educational work with 
HEAR. In addition to an advisory 
hotline, hearing screening at the Free 
Clinic and informational campaigns 
aimed at public schools and colleges, 
HEAR is promoting the use of custom 
protective earmolds for musicians and 
the provision of earplugs for patrons at 
all live shows. 

Under the slogan ‘‘Breaking the 
Silence on Hearing Loss,’’ Peck, 
Gordon and others are working at

well over $100,000. 

Meyer speakers, renowned as small, 
powerful, unobtrusive units with 
superior dynamic range and phase 
coherence, are widely used in theatrical 
houses, concert halls and music clubs 
around the world, from East Berlin and 
Norway to London’s West End and 
New York’s Carnegie Hall, right down 
to Slim’s, the Fillmore and Berkeley 
Square. But according to Johnson, 
‘‘Kimball’s East is setting the 
standard’’ by going with an entire 
Meyer system of amps, equalizers, pro- 
cessors and onstage monitors and hav- 
ing the room fine-tuned via the com- 
puterized SIM (Source Independent 
Measurement) system invented by 
John Meyer. 

The SIM procedure equalizes the 
sound throughout the room, taking in- 
to account not only the unique acoustic 
properties and resonances of the struc- 
ture, but the presence of an audience as 
well. Analysis and adjustments can 


the grass roots level to de-stigmatize 
hearing impairment (Peck wears a 
“really cool’’ hearing aid) and curb 
the damaging effects of loud music. 
Sound above 100 dBs flattens the 
sound-transmitting hairs in the inner 
ear. The hairs usually recover from 
short exposures but repeated and ex- 
tended abuses can cause permanent 
damage, from tinnitus (ringing in the 
ears) to deafness. On one day at the 
clinic recently, five out of five musi- 
cians who came in for testing were 
found to have hearing loss. 
Although she is willing to recom- 
mend ‘‘turning down,’’ Peck says 
she can’t go along with ‘‘anything 
that’s a negative incentive,’’ 
especially government intervention 
or legislative regulation, which she 
feels would amount to censorship. 


even be made during a performance, as 
technician Julian Neff mixes the sound. 
The widely heralded results — notably 
volume levels — benefit the reputation 
of both Kimball’s and Meyer. ‘‘We can 
bring clients in there and they can see 
the whole thing in a very classy place,”’ 
Johnson explains. 

Slim’s, the San Francisco roots 
music club co-owned by Boz Scaggs, 
also features four Meyer UPAs 
“‘flown’’ in a cluster above the stage. 
Production manager Louie Beeson is 
hoping to augment the system with 
more speakers and Meyer equalizers, 
which would help him overcome the 
discrepancies between full houses and 
under-attended shows, where the 
sound is sometimes unmanageably 
loud and bright. But the system is 
already flexible enough that such 
diverse shows as the high-spirited elec- 
tronic funk of Was (Not Was) and the 
mellow acoustic cowboy swing of Rid- 
ers in the Sky have been among the 


So HEAR, assisted initially by radio 
station KFJC and Streetlight 
Records, has been distributing ear- 
plugs to local clubs, including the 
I-Beam, Nightbreak, the Oasis and 
the Covered Wagon. 

The movement has garnered a 
great deal of media attention — there 
has been more press on the issue in the 
past few months than in the preceding 
20 years, Peck says — but she still 
finds that the issue of hearing loss is 
treated as a taboo in some quarters. 
‘People are afraid,’’ she says. 
‘Musicians are afraid of hearing 


- loss, clubowners are afraid of losing 


business and law suits. But I want to 
see every club and concert have ear 
plugs available for everybody,’’ 

All the local sound engineers who 
talked to the Guardian say they can’t 
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best-sounding shows in the club’s wide- 
ranging schedule. 

Over at the I-Beam on Haight Street, 
where loud modern rock’n’roll is the 
main fare, a new system of Eastern 
Acoustics 850 speakers was installed a 
year or so ago, chosen after careful 
research by sound engineer Randall 
Schiller. Acoustic engineers helped 
tune and soundproof the room, which 
Schiller, who also oversees systems at 
the Kennel Club, Nightbreak, DNA 
and other clubs, says ‘‘seems to be fair- 
ly ideal.”” 


HE OMNI in Oakland has 

a slightly more modest 

system of Peavy 3020 HT 
speakers, with Pete 
Dockendorf at the helm. 

“John Nady [the Omni’s owner] is not 
into wasting money on real high-end 
stuff,’’ Dockendorf explains, ‘‘but you

wear ear plugs while they are working 
— “I refuse to wear any protection 
because I need to hear what the au- 
dience is hearing’ was a typical 
response — but several wear them 
routinely when they’re off the board. 
Louie Beeson knows he has suffered 
some “‘normal’’ high range loss and 
accounts for it in his mixing. If it 
sounds “‘harsh”’ to him he knows it’s 
“really harsh” for the audience. : 
Of those who have started using ear 
protection (including this particular 
Guardian reviewer, who has been 
plugging up at loud shows for the past 
eight or nine years), Peck says, ‘‘Peo- 
pleare still having a good time and pro- 
tecting their ears.””

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don’t have to spend hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars to get really good 
sound. And we don’t want the capabil- 
ity of pumping out 130 or 140 decibels 
— we don’t want to damage our audi- 
ence’s ears.” ? 

Built in the 1930s with a proscenium- 
style stage, the Omni is well-suited for 
such lower-volume, largely acoustic 
acts as Stan Getz or Kris Kristofferson. 
But the club books much more hard 
rock and heavy metal and, as Docken- 
dorf describes it, the room is ‘“‘all hard 
walls and the size of a gym, with sounds 
bouncing sideways and up and down, 
and that’s part of the challenge.’’ He is 
presently mulling over ways to dampen 
the sound and ‘‘soak up some of those 
reflections.”’ 

Lee Brenkman, who has mixed the 
eclectic programs of music at the Great 
American Music Hall for the past 16 
years, probably makes the best use out 
of the least equipment. “‘It’s a perfectly 
good 1970s sound system [featuring 
Harbinger speakers] that was current in 
the mid-’60s,’’ he says. ‘‘The Music 
Hall started with virtually no capitali- 
zation, and I never had the luxury of 
building a whole system from scratch. 
On paper I’m at a great disadvantage, 
but this system is akin to a hotrod and 
has been allowed to grow organically.” 

Brenkman is also blessed with a high- 
ceilinged hall that has lots of air for 
sound dispersal and an abundance of 
gingerbread ornamentation to help 
break up reflections. The Music Hall’s 
unpredictable bookings, from folk and 
ethnic music to R&B and jazz, keep 
Brenkman from getting bored. “‘I tend 
to like the unusual and the bizarre, and 
this is a good room acoustically for 
that, for bands like Oregon or Astor 
Piazzolla.” 

But what is actually heard is often 
determined less by the physical factors 
than by the juggling act that goes on 
between the musicians, the audience 
and the engineer. ‘‘Everybody has their 
own opinion,”’ says Louie Beeson, who 
became a sound technician when a 
friend opened the Savoy Tivoli nine 
years ago and ‘‘appointed’’ him. 
(Beeson then went on to work with 
Romeo Void and Chris Isaak and at the 
Old Waldorf and Wolfgang’s.) 

“Every audience member, every 
club owner, of which there are five here 
at Slim’s, has an idea of what it should 
sound like.” 

The audience rarely has much direct 
say in the mix, but a noisy crowd can 
force the sound engineer’s hand. ‘‘The 
first rule of thumb that I learned,’’ says 
Mark Johnson, ‘‘was never fight with 
the audience. The audience will always 
wind up being louder than you if they 
want to be. Sometimes you have to 
bring it up above the level of the crowd 
just to hear what’s going on.” 


ORE influential are 

the desires of the 

musicians. Lee 

Brenkman, who got 

the sound bug as a 
teenager when he fixed the PA at a 
high school dance, notes that almost 
every performance contract has a 
clause giving the artist ‘‘final deter- 
mination”’ over the sound. 

Brenkman says heis satisfied with his 
work ‘‘about 70 percent of the time, 
and about 5 percent of the time I want 
to go home and cut my wrists.’’ Beeson 
puzzles over that fact that ‘‘sometimes 
I finish a show and think I should just 
quit and then people come up and tell 
you how great it sounded. And con- 
versely, as with the Melissa Etheridge 
shows, which I thought sounded really 


‘great, I did get some really good feed- 


back but I also got some of the ‘what 
was wrong last night?’ questions, too. 
You just have to build up enough con- 
fidence in what you do and what you 
hear to accept the praise and not get too 


excited about it and accept the criticism 
and not get too bummed out.” 

But with increasing frequency the 
house sound mixers aren’t in a position 
to accept kudos or complaints. More 
and more bands are bringing their own 
engineers on tour with them. Randall 
Schiller says that the quality of such 
itinerant mixers is getting “‘better and 
better,’’ but Pete Dockendorf argues 
that ‘‘very often it’s just a guy who 
knows the band and he’s not any good 
at all. It’s always a treat when they 
bring in somebody who knows what 
he’s doing.’’ Brenkman adds his own 
caveat that ‘‘a lot of engineers aren’t 
audiophiles, they’re bikers. Mixing 
becomes an arms race — ‘kill ’em with 
the kick drum!’ ”’ 

It is often when a visiting engineer is 
at the controls that the worst bane of 
nightclub sound — literally deafening 
volume — rears its ugly head. *‘A lot of 
these guys have no real respect for the 
capabilities of the system,’’ says 
Dockendorf. ‘‘When they find out how 
loud it will get, they want to get beyond 
that. They’re basically abusing the elec- 
tron flow.’ Such was the case when Joe 
Ely played Slim’s several months back. 
The show was terrific but, as Beeson af- 
firms, it was probably the loudest in the 
club’s short history, and he couldn’t do 
anything about it. 

“‘Contemporary music by definition 
is loud, even jazz,’’ laments Brenk- 
man. “‘It started in the late ’60s. I 
remember seeing Miles Davis at 
Blackhawk and there were just two 
mikes onstage. Now people expect to 
hear everything in the band, all the 
time, all loud. One of the most futile 
things in a sound mixer’s life is trying to 
tell a band it’s too loud. I’ve had cases 
where the vocal monitor is so loud that 
the first eight rows of the audience hear 
more from monitor than from the PA. 
Artists build pockets of sound onstage; 
they don’t even hear each other.’” 

Mark Johnson agrees that the most 
influential factor in a live show is the 
onstage level. An acoustic drum set, he 
explains, is capable of producing 110 
decibels by itself, without amplifica- 
tion. When you add two or three 
guitars and a synthesizer, he says, ‘‘you 
may have to overcome a stage volume 
of 120 dBs to get a decent mix.”’ 

“There are times,’’ Schiller agrees, 
“‘when bands are just too loud. Some 
of them come in and literally turn the 
sound up to the limit and they want 
even more. Some of them advertise 
themselves as ‘louder than death’ or 
something like that. Some of these 
bands bring in guitar and bass rigs that 
are meant for a concert stage and 
sometimes we have to take the instru- 
ment out of the PA system completely 
and mix the rest of the instruments 
louder. And sometimes we deal with 
band members who do have hearing 
damage and they want excessive levels 
just to get to the point where they can 
hear.”’ 

But, Schiller adds, ‘‘certain bands 
have to be at a certain volume to sound 
good or put on a good performance. If 
bands can’t get into their own sound, 
then they’re not going to give a good 
show.”’ Beeson agrees. ‘‘I see a place 
for loud music,’’ he says. ‘‘There is 
something about good clean volume 
that is exciting. I think people like 
rock shows loud. But I think a lot of 
people are looking for something softer 
because they are burnt on high 
decibels.”’ 

Ear fatigue may be part of the in- 
spiration for the whole new boom of 
acoustic music and the appeal of folk, 
New Age and roots music alternatives. 
But as important as decibels and 
separation and phase coherence may be 
in presentation, the all-important mix 
is finally in the music itself. The 
technology is a central part of the spec- 
tacle and has become an inseparable 
element in our understanding of sound 
and our consumption of music. But, as 
Lee Brenkman boils it all down, ‘“‘The 
best sound system in the world can’t 
makea bad band sound good.”’ a 





_ The aquarium 
conspiracy 


In perhaps the most blatant example 
of his private attorney-public official conflict, 
Willie Brown has introduced a bill that could help clear 
the way for his private client's waterfront project

SSEMBLY SPEAKER 
Willie L. Brown, Jr. intro- 
duced a bill in March that 
could have helped remove a 
key obstacle to city approval 
of a waterfront development project 
sponsored by one of Brown’s private law 
clients, the Bay Guardian has learned. 

The legislation, AB 1580, would pro- 
vide $2 million in matching state funds 
for the California Academy of 
Sciences, which until last week had 
been one of the major opponents of the 
proposed Underwater World 
aquarium project at Pier 39. 

A study commissioned by the city 
has concluded that the new project 
could cut deeply into the attendance 
revenues at the academy’s Steinhart 
Aquarium, threatening the ability of 
the nationally known aquatic research 
and education facility to continue its 
present level of services. 

According to Underwater World’s 
project manager, the opposition of 
academy officials was a major obstacle 
in the path of the project. 

Brown, who represents Underwater 
World as a private attorney, intro- 
duced the funding bill after meeting 
with the academy’s director. The aca- 
demy has since agreed to drop its oppo- 
sition to the project, but academy of- 

- ficials say Brown’s bill had nothing to 
do with the decision. 

The introduction of AB 1580 repre- 
sents the latest and perhaps most bla- 
tant example of the conflict between 
Brown’s role as the speaker of the As- 
sembly, representing San Francisco, 
and his work as a high-priced attorney, 
often representing private clients who 
are seeking permits or contracts from 
city agencies. 

Brown’s 1988 economic-interest 
statement shows that he received more 





than $10,000 last year in legal fees 
from Underwater World. Brown has 
tefused to reveal the exact fees or the 
nature of the work he has done for 
Underwater World or any of his other 
private clients. 

In the past, community activists, po- 
litical reform groups and newspapers 
(including the San Jose Mercury News 
and the Bay Guardian) have charged 
that Brown has used his clout in 
Sacramento and his political connec- 
tions in San Francisco to help a number 
of major developers and big corpora- 
tions win approval for important proj- 
ects or cut lucrative deals with public 
agencies. , 

Among the clients he has listed in re- 
cent years on his disclosure statement are: 
Olympia and York, the developer of 
Yerba Buena Center; Santa Fe Pacific, 
the sponsor of the Mission Bay project; 
PG&E; and Norcal Solid Waste Manage- 
ment Systems, which has the franchise 
for garbage collection in San Francisco. 

Brown’s critics say he has consistent- 
ly made back-room deals with city of- 
ficials on behalf of his clients. In some 
cases legislators with close ties to 
Brown have introduced bills that could 
benefit one of the speaker’s clients. 

But until now, Brown has rarely in- 
troduced legislation under his own 
name that has direct and obvious links 
to a project in which he is involved as a 
private attorney. As one Sacramento 
observer has noted, ‘Brown has his 
fingers in everything — but his finger- 
prints are nowhere.” 

The political history of the Under- 
water World project, however, has 
Brown’s fingerprints all over it. 


HE SPONSORS of Under- 
water World want to build a 
707,000-gallon, two-tank 
aquarium with approximate- 
ly 2,000 fish at the base of 


Pier 39, in the heavily congested Fisher- 
man’s Wharf area. Visitors to the com- 
mercial exhibit would be whisked 
through the two tanks on a 2,400-foot 
underwater moving walkway encased 
in clear acrylic tubes, at a rate of 80 feet 
a minute. The sponsors predict the at- 
traction will draw some 900 people an 
hour during peak periods. 

Fisherman’s Wharf merchants say 
the project would further aggravate the 
nearly unbearable traffic congestion in 
the area,.and claim that the proposed 
solutions to the problem — backed by 
both the project sponsors and the 
Department of City Planning — are 
untested and probably won’t work. 

Neighborhood opposition is often a 
problem for developers, but Under- 
water World has faced an unusual op- 
ponent, too: The California Academy 
of Sciences. 

Erik Pedersen, the project’s director 
and the vice president of Questar, a 
New Zealand firm that is a partner in 
Underwater World, told the Bay 
Guardian that opposition from the 
academy was a significant obstacle in 
his efforts to win city approval for the 
project. In a recent interview, Pedersen 
said that the project had been moving 
along smoothly until academy officials 
began to raise questions about whether 
Underwater World would siphon 
visitors away from the Steinhart 
Aquarium in Golden Gate Park. 

The academy’s concerns, Pedersen 
said, “‘brought everything to a halt.’’ 

The city’s economic impact report 
on Underwater World notes that the 
new project could cost the academy 
between $300,000 and $400,000 a year. 
Although the city also chips in money 
for the academy, city budget problems 
make it unlikely that new city funds 
could be available to offset the loss. 

John McCosker, acting director of 
the academy, noted in a Jan. 6, 1989 


letter to Director of City Planning Dean 
Macris that the academy would oppose 
the project due to ‘‘the financial impact 
it would have upon the the Academy.’’ 
He told Macris the academy would fight 
to block approval of the new aquarium 
unless the financial impact on Steinhart 
was in some way mitigated. 

Brown would not return Bay Guard- 
ian phone calls seeking details about his 
work as an attorney for Underwater 
World, but apparently his responsibil- 
ites included finding a way to make 
peace with the academy. 

McCosker told the Bay Guardian that, 
at the request of the project sponsors, he 
met with Brown twice, at the speaker’s 
San Francisco law office. McCosker 
said that during those meetings, Brown 
insisted he was wearing his attorney’s 
hat and not speaking as a legislator. 

-“‘He said, ‘I am in my other capacity 
as an attorney,’’’ McCosker explained. 

However, Brown in the past has 
helped the academy get funding from 
the state — a fact that the director of 
the financially-threatened organization 
could hardly have ignored. According 
to McCosker, the state Legislature, at 
Brown’s initiative, has provided more 
than $3 million for the academy over 
the past four years. 

Until this year, however, neither 
Brown nor any of his clients had an ob- 
vious financial interest in an issue in 
which the academy was playing a 
critical role. 

On March 8th, Brown introduced 
AB 1580. The bill calls for a substan- 
tial increase over the amount the state 
has given to the academy in the past 
few years. 

According to Brown’s legislative 
analyst, Phil Dowd, last year’s ap- 
propriation bill gave the academy 
$560,000 in matching state funds — a 
little more than a quarter of what 
Brown asked for this year. 

Dowd said he expected this year’s 
funding would ultimately be cut to $1 
million — which would still be almost 
twice last years’ appropriation. 

Brown’s bill isn’t the only source of 
new funding the academy could gain if 
the Pier 39 project is approved. 
Pedersen also met with McCosker, 
and both men said they have recently 
reached agreement on a package of 
mitigation payments from the developer 
that would help offset Steinhart’s losses 
from the competing facility. 

The mitigation measures would in- 
clude the distribution of discount 
coupons for Steinhart at Underwater 
World and annual payments from Un- — 
derwater World to Steinhart of an un- 
disclosed sum of money for eight years 
after the project opens its doors. 

However, AB 1580 would go beyond 
short-term mitigation. It would allow 
the academy to continue a long-range 
$37 million reconstruction project 
aimed at reducing a decline in revenues 
that threatens the facility’s national 
prominence as a research and educa- 
tional institution. 

McCosker said that, after negotia- 
tions between him and Pedersen, the 
academy dropped its opposition to 
Underwater World last week. 
Although the proposed agreement in- 
cludes the developer’s promise of 
mitigation payments, it makes no men- 
tion of Brown’s bill, according to both 
McCosker and Pedersen. 


POKESPEOPLE FOR the 
California Fair Political 
Practices Commission and 
the state Attorney General’s 
Office would not comment 
directly on the case or say whether it ap- 
peared Brown might have violated any 
conflict-of-interest laws. 

Sandra Michioku, a spokeswoman 
for the FPPC, told the Bay Guardian, 
““We don’t draw those sort of conclu- 
sions over the telephone.”’ 

But she did note that Section 87103 
of the Political Reform Act prohibits 
state officials from using their elected 
office to seek special treatment for 


clients or businesses in which they have 
a significant financial interest. 

The act states that no elected official 
may legally participate in a ‘‘decision 
[that] will have a material financial ef- 
fect, distinguishable from the effect on 
the public generally, on the official or a 
member of his family or on...any 
source of income. . .aggregating $250 
or more in value provided to, received 
by or promised to the public official 
within 12 months prior to the time the 
decision is made.”’ 

Michioku said that the introduction 
of a bill in the Assembly would almost 
certainly be considered ‘‘participating 
in a decision.” 

A spokesman for the Attorney Gen- 
eral’s Office refused to comment on the 
legality of Brown’s action, but said it 
didn’t surprise him. ‘‘I think legislators 
do this type of thing all the time,’’ Henry 
Ullerich, acting director of the Govern- 
ment Law Section, told the Bay Guard- 
ian. “It certainly doesn’t shock me.” 

But other observers took a more 
critical view. Sue Hestor, attorney for 
San Franciscans for Reasonable 
Growth and an opponent of the Under- 
water World project, told the Bay 
Guardian she thinks Brown’s actions 
were unconscionable. 

“The standard of behavior should 
not be illegality, but what is proper,”’ 
she said. “‘Is this the ethical or proper 
thing for Brown to do?”’ she asked. “‘It 
doesn’t seem to play very well.’’ 

Hestor compared Brown’s actions to 
those of some national politicians who 
soon will be retiring from public life. 
“The people who write the laws, who 
wrote the standards, are violating 
them,’’ she said. ‘‘That’s what Jim 
Wright has done.”’ |

Killing 





the messengers 


For journalists in El Salvador, the ARENA Party victory may 
herald areturn to the days when death was an occupational hazard

OBERTO NAVAS and Luis 
Galdamez, Salvadoran 
photographers working for 
the British press agency 
Reuters, stopped their 
motorcycle at an air force checkpoint 
to show their press passes. The 
soldiers threw their press passes in the 
dirt. The photographers. then rode 
past a second checkpoint, where 
soldiers opened fire on them, killing 
Navas and wounding Galdamez. 

The following day, acar containing a 
TV crew from Salvadoran Television’s 
Channel 12 was driving past a group of 
soldiers when one of them opened fire 
with a machine gun on the clearly 
marked press car. Soundman Mauricio 
Peneda was killed. 

Later that day, Dutch cameraman 
Cornel Lagrouw was wounded while 
zovering a battle between rebels and 
zovernment troops. His colleagues 
ied to evacuate him to a nearby 
10spital in a car also plainly marked 
with TV emblems and a white flag. A 
nilitary helicopter repeatedly straffed 
he vehicle, forcing the occupants to 
seek cover for 40 minutes. By the 
ime they reached the hospital, 
~agrouw was dead. 

The killing of these three journalists 
luring El Salvador’s presidential elec- 
ions in March brought to 29 the num- 
ver of reporters killed covering that 
ountry’s nine-year-old civil war. 





The first press killings since 1984, 
they also raise serious questions about 
the military’s willingness to maintain its 
limited tolerance for free expression, 
now that the right-wing ARENA party 
has taken power. 

““We were seeing signs of progress 
over the last few years, but when you 
have three individual instances in which 
soldiers open fire on clearly identified 
press, that’s a major setback,’’ said 
Anne Nelson, a former Central Amer- 
ican correspondent who now directs 
the New York-based Committee to 
Protect Journalists, an organization set 
up in 1981 to monitor abuses against 
the press around the world. 

Between 1980 and 1984, 16 Salva- 
doran and ten foreign journalists were 
killed in El Salvador. While some died 
taking the normal risks associated with 
reporting on the war, the majority were 
murdered or ‘‘disappeared’’ by groups 
linked to the military. 

After the CIA-supported election of 
Christian Democratic president Jose 
Napoleon Duarte in 1984, conditions 
for press coverage gradually began to 

improve. From 1984 to 1989 no jour- 
nalists were killed covering the war. 

Internally there was a thaw in what 
Salvadoran journalists were allowed to 
report. One newspaper, El Mundo, 
started running paid ads from trade 
unions and human rights groups, as 
well as the government and the right. 
During the same period a new genera- 


‘tion of young broadcasters began to 


emerge from the reopened National 
University. Television, which had been 
banned from reporting news in the early 
Eighties, began producing informative 
stories giving both sides of the war. 
“This is real new stuff that we’ve 
been seeing just in the last two years,”’ 
said Chris Norton earlier this month. 
Norton has been reporting from El 
Salvador since 1984 for the Christian 
Science Monitor. ‘You get impressive 
coverage on local TV. For the first time 
foreign reporters can sit down at the 
end of the day, turn on the TV and see 
the news they missed or didn’t have 


_time to cover. It’s been an exciting 


development. Now of course we’re all 
wondering if that’s going to change.”’ 

During this year’s presidential cam- 
paign, ARENA’s ‘‘maximum leader’ 
Roberto d’Aubuisson denounced for- 
eign reporters for their human rights 
coverage and claimed rebel couriers 
were entering the country disguised as 
journalists. 

Following the March election-week- 
end killings of the three reporters, the 
military detained a lieutenant, a cor- 
poral and two soldiers involved in one 
of the incidents, the shooting of Chan- 
nel 12 soundman Mauricio Peneda. 

“T think the question is what kind of 
investigation you’re going to have. 
What will be the fallout from this 
winter’s visit by [Vice President Dan] 
Quayle and U.S. demands that human 
rights cases be dealt with,’’ said 
Nelson. > 


“The military is pretty sophisticated 
about the impact of media,”’ said Chris 
Norton.”’ ‘‘There may be a sacrifical 
lamb, a soldier who goes to jail, and 


_ tha’t all right, but I think there’s amore 


basic problem. 

“The army sees journalists as the 
enemy. The brass is used to producing 
disinformation and seeing their pro- 
paganda reprinted. They’re used to 
having the local press as a kept mistress. 

“Now a real journalist, even one 
who hates the guerrillas, is going to 
report on army problems and show 
what the other side has to say. In a 
situation like this, that’s seen as aiding 
the enemy.”’ 

No one is sure at this point if the 
ARENA victory and the press killings 
mark the beginning of a new round of 
censorship and repression like the one 
from 1979 to 1984. 


HE RIGHT gained the upper 
hand in El Salvador through 
a campaign of mass terror in 
1979 and 1980, when left and 
right were openly contending 
for power in the streets of San 
Salvador. 

At the time, former intelligence 
major and ARENA founder Roberto 
d’ Aubuisson called on radio and televi- 
sion for the “‘extermination”’ of left- 
ists. He accused the international 
media of collaboration with the ‘“‘sub- 
versives,’’ a charge echoed by top 
military commanders and the two ma- 
jor daily papers, El Diario de Hoy and 
La Prensa Grafica. Only two small op- 
position papers, Cornica del pueblo 
and El Independiente, along with the 
Catholic Church’s radio station 
YSAX, openly questioned the logic of 
extermination. 

Attacks soon began on these in- 
dependent voices. In July 1980, La 
Cronica reporters Jaime Suarez and 
Cesar Najarro were abducted from a 
downtown restaurant by four armed 
men. Their bullet- and machete- 
mutilated bodies were dumped on a 
street corner six hours later. La Cronica 
shut down operations. 

Catholic radio station YSAX went 
off the air a few months after that, 
following repeated bombings. Despite 
the killing of reporter Antonio Velasco, 
El Independiente managed to keep 
publishing for another year before its 
printing plant was bombed and its 
editor forced into exile. 1980 also saw 
the army occupation of the National 
University, which put an end to El 
Salvador’s only graduate program in 
journalism. 

Foreign as well as Salvadoran jour- 
nalists were targets for the right wing. 
In June 1980, Mexican reporter Ignacio 
“‘Nacho’”’ Rodriguez was killed by a 
government sniper following a down- 
town firefight between the army and 
tebels. As his body was being loaded in- 
to a car by two colleagues, an army of- 
ficer approached to tell them he ‘“‘got 
what he deserved.’’ 

Other foreign reporters were threat- 
ened, followed or turned back at the 
airport. New York Times reporter Alan 
Riding was told he would be killed if he 
entered the country. Swedish television 
reporter Peter Torbiornsson was de- 
tained and led to believe he would be 
killed by his Treasury police captors 
before witnesses were able to contact 
his ambassador, who arranged for his 
release. 

U.S. freelance reporter John 
Sullivan was not so lucky. According to 
a former police agent and intelligence 
reports, Sullivan was mistaken for a 
left-wing priest when he arrived in El 
Salvador on Dec. 28, 1980. A short 
time after checking into the Sheraton 
Hotel, he was picked up by the 
Treasury police and taken to their bar- 
racks. In broken Spanish he insisted 
that he was an American journalist 
while his interrogators tried to make 
him confess he was the rebel priest. 
Only after they had tortured him with 





electric shock and disgorged one of his 
eyeballs did they realize their mistake. 
Deciding he was too badly damaged to 
release, they shot him and took his 
body to a country road where they 
dynamited it in an attempt to hide his 
identity. 


S THE WAR shifted to the 

countryside in 1981, half a 

dozen Salvadoran journa- 

lists were ‘‘disappeared.’’ 

Others, like Ricardo 
Calderon and Rosendo Majano, were 
jailed or went into exile. Three foreign 
journalists were killed in combat, 
covering the war in the countryside: 
French photographer ‘‘Olivier 
Rebbot,’’ South African cameraman 
Ian Mates and Chilean cameraman 
Carlos Ruz. 

1981 and 1982 also saw reports in the 
international press of civilian mas- 
sacres in the countryside following 
army sweeps. The military responded 
to these reports by trying to restrict 
journalists’ access to contested zones. 
Reporters trying to cross the lines were 
detained or shot at. A few were de- 
ported. Intimidation tactics were used 
to prevent coverage of other stories the 
military did not want probed. 

In August of 1981, for example 
headless corpses were being dumped 
throughout western El Salvador. There 
were reports that the National Guard 
was using a slaughter house, Quality 
Meats of El Salvador, to decapitate the 
victims. A Mexican and German 
reporter interviewed the manager on 
the pretext of doing a story on agricul- 
tural production. Their ruse failed. The 
following day armed men in civilian 
clothes visited the hotel where the 
reporters were staying, asking for them 
by name. The two reporters managed 
to escape the country after taking 
refuge in the Mexican Embassy. 

During the highly publicized 1982 
elections in El Salvador, a Dutch TV 
crew attempted to make contact with 
the guerrillas. They were taken in by the 
Hacienda police and warned they were 
under investigation, then released. 

The next day they were followed by a 
van. They went into the countryside to 
try and cross the lines. Before they 
reached the rebel zone, an army patrol 
ambushed them, killing Koos Koster, 
Jan Kuiper, Hans Ter Laag and Johannes 
Willemson, along with their guide. 

The army initially claimed they were 
killed in a crossfire, but under intense 
international pressure agreed to assign 
a judge to investigate the killings. The 
judge received numerous death threats 
and eventually fled to Canada. 

Pressure tactics were also used to try 
to force other reporters out of the 
country. In 1983, Newsweek photo- 
grapher John Hoagland received num- 
erous death threats over a published 
photo the military didn’t like. Rather 
than leave the country, he confronted 
the colonel he held responsible and the 
threats ended. A year later, Hoagland 
was killed in crossfire between the army 
and rebels. 

Now the Duarte regime, with its 
period of relative peace for the press, is 
at an end. The election-campaign kill- 
ings and the ARENA party victory 
raise questions about whether the June 
Ist inauguration of the ARENA gov- 
ernment will mark the beginning of a 
new round of censorship and repres- 
sion. In a war that has already claimed 
the lives of 29 journalists, reporters, 
like everyone else in El Salvador, have 
learned to live with their fears and act 
upon their experiences. 

An important lesson was learned by 
the press following the 1979 execution of 
ABC reporter Bill Stewart by a Nicara- 
guan National Guardsman. The best 
response to repression is not to flee the 
scene, buttoexpandthecoverage. Mf

A: Your response is not at all 
m unusual for women or for men 
who have been raped or sexually trau- 
matized. Our bodies are ‘‘designed,”’ if 
you will, to respond to certain stimula- 
tion and often do, with or without our 
“ermission.’? The Sexual Trauma 
Center at S.F. General Hospital 
(554-2970) has counseling and support 
groups available to anyone involved in 
a recent rape. Please do avail yourself 
of their services so that you might the 
sooner come to peace with yourself and 
what happened to you. 


gw Being newly arrived on the 
gw dating scene, I’m rather ner- 
vous about sex, or more accurately, 
AIDS. A lot of what is called safe sex 
seems like “‘sorta safe sex’’: French 
kissing is an exchange of bodily fluids, 
yet ‘‘it’s very unlikely’ that French 
kissing will give you AIDS. 
Intercourse with a condom is 
“‘safer,’’ but what if the condom 
breaks? And is it true that you have to 
take the AIDS test, then wait six months 
and take it again to make sure that it 
wasn’t dormant? Do you know of any 
free or low-cost safe-sex information 
classes? I’m not planning on getting into a 
sexual relationship unless I feel that it’s 
going to be a long-term monogamous 
one, but I do have my eye on someone, so 
please hurry with your answers! 


A: It’s not activities like French 
w kissing that “give you AIDS.” 
What is under discussion with safer sex 
practices is what are more or less effective 
means of impeding the transmission of 
the HIV virus, which causes a number of 
lethal diseases, all lumped under the 
name of AIDS. In the Bay Area there are 
many available resources for up-to-date 
accurate sex information: San Francisco 
Sex Information (621-7300) and the bi- 
lingual AIDS Hotline (863-2437) are two 
good places to begin. 

Many community colleges, universities 
and social service organizations sponsor 
safe-sex workshops and seminars from 
time to time; keep an eye out for their ads 
or flyers or call likely ones nearest you. 
Currently, the SF AIDS Foundation 
has a class scheduled for gay men in the 
fall (864-5855) and the SF Jewish Com- 
munity Center (346-6040) has several for 
women only scheduled for June and July. 


The Institute for the Advanced Study 
of Human Sexuality has published, 
through Citadel Press ($3.95 in paper- 
back), an easy-to-read set of “‘guidelines 
for reducing the risk of contracting AIDS 
during sexual contact”’ called Safe Sex In 
The Age of AIDS for Men and Women.

nation’s wealth. That’s the highest this 
percentage has been since 1929. 
Despite his extensive documentation 
revealing how boom and bust cycles re- 
peat themselves, Batra does not believe 
periodic depressions are an inevitable 
consequence of capitalism, and in the 
concluding chapter of his latest book, 
he offers a plan to prevent economic 
cataclysms, or at least ease their pain. 
The key to Batra’s cure is a wealth 
tax on individuals worth more than $1 
million dollars. For Batra, wealth dis- 
parity is at the root of all our troubles, 
from declining productivity to homeless-

ness. And, he calculates, a tax on the af- 
fluent of only a few percent would lower 
interest rates, balance the budget, reduce 
unemployment and alleviate most of the 
rest of our economic ills. 

Shaw’s search for love, says his 
biographer, seldom produced satisfac- 
tory results. Schemes to solve society’s 
problems by taxing the wealthy have 
ordinarily met with even less success. 
It’s not that the concept isn’t terrific, 
but there’s always a very determined 
opposition to its implementation. And 
Batra doesn’t have any new notions on 
how to overcome the obstacles to en- 
actment of his soak-the-rich proposal. 

In addition, in drawing conclusions 
from the historical parallels between 
the 1920s and 1980s, Batra fails to pay

SURVIVING 
DEPRESSION 


A new book forecasts economic doom 
for the 1990s.

FINALLY FINISHED the 
search for love and somehow my 
thoughts naturally shifted to sur- 
viving the great depression of 
1990.

recently made it to my bedtime reading 
list. The Search for Love is volume one 
of Michael Holroyd’s new biography 
of George Bernard Shaw. Economics 
professor Ravi Batra is responsible for 
Surviving the Great Depression of 
1990, a follow-up to his earlier best- 
seller, The Great Depression of 1990. 
Sales of Batra’s books have been far 
from depressing, with more than 2 
million copies snapped up. 

What do Shaw and Batra have in 
common? Not a whole lot, I’m afraid, 
when it comes to literary talent. But 
then I suppose only Peggy Noonan and 
a few others match up to the great 
G.B.S. Nonetheless, if Shaw’s vege- 
tarian diet had given him another 40 
years beyond the 94 he attained, he’d 
find much of what Dr. Batra serves up 
in his books quite palatable. 

If G.B.S. were around to break 
brown bread with Batra, he’d certainly 


chant for speculation.” 

Along with rousing rhetoric, Batra’s 
books bulge with statistics chronicling 
the dubious benefits of Reaganomics. 
And his scary, side-by-side, deja vu 
comparison of the 1920s to the 1980s 
got me to double-check the year on my 
wall calendar. 

Here’s a sample: 

@ 1921: Newly elected Republican 
president Harding gives the rich a huge 
tax cut. Reagan gives the wealthy an 
even bigger tax windfall in 1981. 

@ 1925 and 1985: Stocks show solid 
gains but each year sees a surprising 
jump in bank failures. 

® 1927 and 1987: Stocks rally strongly 
for most of both years, but they’re hit 
with drastic declines in October. 

@ 1928 and 1988: The stock market 
behaves nicely. Inflation and unem- 
ployment are under control. 

® 1929: The merry-making gets hot 
again. But, once more, October is areal 


since his ideas are condemned by prac- 
tically every mainstream economist and 
have been called “‘garbage’”’ by Forbes 
magazine, he can’t be too far from the 
truth. There’s also little danger in 
following Batra’s cautious advice to cut 
down on borrowing in order to build a 
“cash cushion’’ for the coming hard 
times, whether or not his doomsday 
forecast proves accurate. 

What does disturb me about Batra’s 
book, together with others of the 
economic apocalypse school, is their 
promotion of a very crass and selfish 
form of survivalist ideology. Batra may 
have more of a social conscience than 
most survivalist authors; still, the hype 
in his book’s subtitle is that he’ll show 
you how to “Come Out On Top.”’ 

How can you come out on top? Batra 
says take refuge in cash. A Zen master 
would say take refuge in the present 
moment. And George Bernard Shaw 
would, no doubt, remind you to eat

BADLY MIXED GRILL 


The Maltese Grill disappoints with bad service

EADERS, BELIEVE ME 

when I tell you that my in- 

tentions are good. I go to 

restaurants hoping that 

they will be wonderful. My 
goal is to inform readers and potential 
diners about good restaurants, ones 
with integrity and soul that serve 
delicious food for reasonable prices. 
I’m just as disappointed as you are 
when things don’t go the way they 
should — I don’t relish spending two 
evenings a week eating boring food in 
an unpleasant environment — but even 
a negative review serves its own pur- 
pose. Luckily, these times are few and 
far between in the Bay Area. 

Unfortunately, a recent visit to the 
much-touted Maltese Grill proved to be 
one of these occasions. The restaurant 
acquired Amy Shaw, formerly of the 
Fourth Street Grill in Berkeley, as head 
chef about six months ago, and I was 
interested in trying the Grill’s Mediter- 
ranean cuisine under the guidance of 
this new chef. 

Situated on a secluded alley between 
Second and Third streets downtown, 
this subterranean lunch and dinner 
house is certainly unique in design and 
atmosphere. The ‘‘passatempi”’ bar, a 
rather narrow space with a baby grand 
piano at one end, tables along the wall 
and comfortable bar stools at the bar, 
can be very lively around cocktail hour. 
There is live entertainment nightly 
from 5:30 to 9:30, which makes for a 
romantic and old-fashioned kind of 
evening. This is a nice touch, and 
makes sitting at the bar more palatable, 
especially for people eating or drinking 
alone. 

The dining room has a full, overpriced 
menu divided into two categories, first 
course and second. We ordered a bottle 
of wine from the equally pricey wine list, 
a perfectly balanced 1986 Ridge Zin- 
fandel, full of berry and fruit, for $20. 
The wines start at $18 and are indeed well-

chosen, but a few moderately priced bot- 
tles would be welcome. 

Westarted with Calamari Sicilian for 
$5.50, and a plate of soggy, limp and 
heavily breaded calamari eventually 
arrived at the table. Over-salted and 
barely edible, it tasted as if it were 
fried hours ago and left to sit in a pool 
of grease. A half-hour after being 
seated, and after the appetizer, we were 
given a basket of delicious Acme bread 
and butter. 

Since the server wasn’t sure about 
the prices of the three specials, 
and didn’t check, we ordered from the 
menu. Roast garlic chicken ($10.95), 
served with sauteed greens, zucchini, 
yellow squash and onions and potato, 
is one of the better buys on the menu. 
Lightly smoked and filled with slivers 
of garlic, the half-chicken was flavor- 
ful but a bit dry. The vegetables and 
potato were cooked and presented in a 
rustic fashion, perfect companions for 
the chicken. 

A grilled pork chop ($12), slightly 
dry but flavorful, came with soft po- 
lenta and the same sauteed vegetables 
as the chicken. It was a nice combina- 
tion of flavors and textures, but the 
food in general lacked soul. The polen- 
ta was creamy enough and the vege- 
tables were fresh, but the flavors 
weren’t robust. The lack of attention 
from the servers, the overpriced menu 
and the cold atmosphere of the dining 
room inspired us to try the tapas at the 
bar next time. 

The second night the bar was full and 
lively. We found two seats at the end of 
the counter and proceeded to wait. An 
extremely rude and officious bartender 
finally approached us, and after much 
miscommunication he finally under- 
stood that we wanted a bottle of wine 
and that the wine list was in order. A 
1985 Calera Los Alamos pinot noir 
($20) went perfectly with the food. 
After about 15 minutes the service 
warmed up a bit, which brought it to a 
level of highly obnoxious. 


Crostinis ($2), garlicky croutons 
spread with a delicious and delicate 
romesco sauce or tapanade, made a 
good appetizer with cocktails or beer. 
Hot prosciutto, capanada and fontina 
($4.95) was supposed to be a wrapped 
creation, but instead came as a mound 
of undercooked, bland vegetables, 
almost-raw eggplant and soggy pine- 
nuts, topped with what looked and 
tasted like ham and covered with 
rubber-like melted cheese. 

Escabeche ($3.50), described as 
pickled fresh fish, onions and mild 
chilies served on a bed of garden let- 
tuce, was almost inedible. Extremely 
dry chunks of fish, onions complete 
with root and large rounds of jalapeno 
peppers in an acidic ‘‘sauce’’ loaded 
with ground cumin, were neither in- 
teresting nor authentic. 

Most successful was the pizzetta 
($6.95) made with salami, red peppers, 
mushrooms and green onions. Though 
not particularly unique, the pizza was 
flavorful and balanced, and came with 
a refreshing salad of baby greens. 

__ Maybe the downtown crowd doesn’t 
notice the air of indifference, the surly 
and unfriendly attitude of the Maltese 
Grill. I could overlook servers in train- 
ing if they were friendly, a few flaws in 
the food if the general presentation was 
good or even a lousy atmosphere if 
there was energy and pride in the food 
and service, but this is just a bad mix- 
ture all around. If you’re thick-skinned 
and happen to be in the neighborhood, 
you could stop by for pizza, olives and 
good cocktails, and catch a few tunes 
onthe piano.

Patrick Swayze teaching the

CREATIVE CHAOS 


“IT REALLY IS just chaos, but it looks spectacular,’’ says 
artist Nancy Selvin. She could be describing her studio, a 
large, airy room on the top floor of a two-story building in 
Berkeley’s harbor district. Cardboard boxes lie unopened 
on the studio floor, while Selvin’s constructions hang on 
the walls — small air-brushed ceramic ledges on which she 
places the everyday materials of traditional still lives. Two 
ceramic eggs are juxtaposed with a stack of ceramic cups, 
or a blue bowl. Works in progress and an unusual number 
of ceramic eggs rest in the corners. 

The spectacular chaos Selvin is describing is not her 
studio, however, but the Open Studios Exhibition at the 
Pro Arts Gallery at 1920 Union in Oakland. From May 
23rd to June 18th Pro Arts will be showing samples of work 
from 480 East Bay artists as part of its Sixth Annual East 
Bay Open Studios. 

Painters, sculptors, photographers — even performance 
artists — will be represented in an exhibit that Selvin 
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describes as ‘‘completely democratic.’’ The show is open to 
all interested East Bay artists, and each participant receives 
the same space on Pro Arts’ walls. 

The exhibition at Pro Arts is only the introduction to a 
two-weekend event in which Selvin and the 479 other artists 
will open their studios to the public. The ‘‘North Studios,”’ 
studios located between Oakland (north of MacArthur) 
and Richmond, will be open from 11 am to 6 pm on June 
10th and 11th. The ‘‘South Studios”’ in Oakland (south of 
MacArthur) and Alameda will be open from 11 am to 6 pm 
on June 17th and 18th. 

Pro Arts invites you to preview artists’ work at the Open 
Studios Exhibition, where you can decide which studios 
you might like to visit and pick up a detailed map. 

According to Selvin, the Pro Arts Open Studios serves 
both the art community and the public. For the artists, 
some of whom have never shown their work before, 
“‘there’s a lot of exposure to other artists, buyers and the 
public.’’ The public gets a chance to see a side of the art 
world that is usually hidden and mysterious. And ‘‘when 
you see the process and the environment artists work in,”’ 
Selvin says, ‘‘you get a much better understanding of their 
work.’’ For more information call 763-7880.

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F THE SAN Francisco Ethnic Dance 
Festival — appearing this year at the 
Palace of Fine Arts Theater from June 
2nd to 11th — has done nothing else, it 

. has confirmed the concept of the global 
” village, highlighting as it does the com- 
mon humanity of peoples and cultures 
who seem so different on first viewing. 

Sharlyn (professionally she uses her 
first name only), a Turkish Gypsy 
dancer who performs at this year’s 
festival with Group Yasha, calls it 
participating in ‘‘the global heritage.” 
She is neither of Turkish nor of Gypsy 
descent, but is drawn to gypsy dancing 
partly out of a “‘nostalgia for a culture 
that is-vital, but changing so fast.”’ As 
a performer she also appreciates the 
exuberance, dramatic flair and 
tradition for entertainment that Gypsies 
have developed over the centuries, 

“I don’t want to call it egocentric, 
because that sounds very negative,’’ she 
says. ‘‘But there is a very strong sense 
of individual identity in Gypsy dancers 
—.a logical outcome for a flamboyant 
people who are demonstrative and, 
therefore, frowned upon by polite 
society.’ 

Turkish Gypsy dancing — similar to 









its cousins, flamenco in Spain and 
kathak dancing in India — is character- 
ized by crisp rhythms, fast footwork 
and great showmanship. ‘‘The hip 
isolation, the emphasis on the 

shoulders and the backbends are 
distinctly Islamic and Middle Eastern in 
flavor. But the very rapid turns charac- 
teristic of Gypsy dancing are not found 
as often in [Egyptian] belly dancing,’” 
Sharlyn says. 

Besides rooting her in a culture she 
loves, Gypsy dancing may very well 
also haye saved Sharlyn’s life. ‘‘In the 
fall of 1982,”* she says, “‘I was diag- 
nosed with acute myloctyic leukemia 
and given a rather grim prognosis. 
During the treatment I still danced, 
making doctors and nurses a little 
nervous — at times using my IV pole 
for a ballet bar. Seven years later, and L- 
am still here. A strong love of dance 
and a carefully cultivated sense of 
humor definitely pulled me through.”

HREE RECOMMENDED 

+ new films will have unlim- 

ited appeal for their limited 

audiences. Two are biog- 

raphies of people who spent 

part of their lives in a state of drunken- 

or drugged-ness. Chet Baker was in 

the midst of one of his many come- 

backs when portions of his final year 

were captured on film, while Maryse 

Holder achieved a degree of fame 

from the posthumous publication of 
her letters. 

But Holder, in her pursuit of 
pleasure, never reached the joyous 
state of abandon of the characters in 
Paul Bartel’s Scenes from the Class 
Struggle in Beverly Hills, a mad, 
pansexual comedy in which Upstairs/ 
Downstairs meets Smiles of a Summer 
Night, as Joe Orton meets Douglas 
Sirk. All in all, it’s one hell of an in- 
tersection! 

The story almost takes longer to ex- 
plain than it does to unfold. Clare (Jac- 
queline Bisset) has lost her husband 
Sidney (Paul Mazursky), who strangled 
himself while masturbating. Lisa 
beth (Mary Woronov) divorced How- 
ard (Wallace Shawn) for having an af- 
fair with Tobel (Arnetia Walker), who 
has since married Lisabeth’s brother 
Peter (Ed Begley Jr.). Clare’s daughter 
Zandra (Rebecca Schaeffer) is enjoying 
her teens while Lisabeth’s son Willie 
(Barret Oliver) is not, suffering froma 
presumably fatal disease complicated 
by terminal horniness. 

Mo (Paul Bartel), ‘‘Beverly Hills’ 
foremost thinologist,’”’ is something of 
a wild card in the deck. Lisabeth’s ser- 
vant Frank (Ray Sharkey) makes a bet 
with Clare’s servant Juan (Robert 
Beltran) about who can seduce the 
other’s mistress. Both ex-husbands are 
making bids to reconcile with their 


wives, Sidney from beyond the grave. 

And that’s the basic situation, which 
proceeds to get complicated. The aver- 
age viewer will find a year’s supply of 
kinkiness here, and even the most jaded 
will get a surprise or two. Perhaps the 
biggest surprise is that there are 
moments of genuine tenderness amid 
the hilarity and bed-hopping. Bartel, 
known for his outrageousness (Lust in 
the Dust, Eating Raoul), shows he’s 
capable of unexpected breadth and 
depth in his writing and direction. 
Bisset’s fans may be disappointed to 
find her a member of the ensemble 
rather than doing a star turn. Beltran is 
probably the lead in terms of screen 
time and handles it well without 
threatening the Pacinos and De Niros 
of the business. The relative unknown 
who makes the strongest impression is 
Arnetia Walker, who sings two songs 
on the soundtrack in addition to steal- 
ing most scenes she appears in — I dare 
you to take your eyes off her. Or your 
ears, when she’s got dialogue like ‘‘A 
thing ain’t over until you can kick the 
dead party and it don’t fart.”’ 

Perhaps the complex plot of Scenes 
Jrom the Class Struggle in Beverly Hills 
goes around once too often before 
coming around, but I suspect most peo- 
ple will be sorry to see it end. The sum- 
mer night doesn’t smile at this movie — 
it laughs out loud! 


Weber proves he’s learned his way 

around in the world of motion pic- 
ture production, after his less- 
successful but no less experimental 
Broken Noses. 

Let’s Get Lost follows ‘round Mid- 
night and Bird in examining American 
jazz artists of the ’50s. 

Weber managed to spend enough 
time with his musical hero, trumpeter- 
singer Chet Baker, before Baker died in 
May 1988, to assemble this 
biographical character study. In 
Rashomon-fashion it tries to get at the 
truth of its subject by presenting dif- 
ferent people’s versions of it. 

“You can’t depend on a junkie,”’ 
says Diane Vavra, Baker’s last mistress. 
“Tt’s a no-win situation... . You really 
can’t rely on Chet. If you know that, 
you’ll pull through.’’ We see Baker in 
the ’50s, one of the bright young 
sounds and handsome young faces on

the scene. He was compared to James 
Dean then, but later he looked more 
like a cigar-store Indian. 

Drugs, three wives, a checkered 
career in which he claims to have 
recorded some 900 songs, a disputed in- 
cident that cost him all his teeth — these 
are some elements of Baker’s story. 
Goofing with Baker in Cannes and 
Santa Monica and interviewing one of 
his wives and two of his mistresses — 
these are some elements of Weber’s 
film. 

Music is also an integral part of both, 
given neither more nor less weight than 
the others. Few complete performances 
are shown, which is sometimes 
frustrating. More often the songs are 
played in the background. 

Baker modestly discloses the secret 
of his success: ‘‘Find something you 
like to do and learn to do it better than 
anybody else.’’ Bruce Weber appears 
to have taken his idol’s advice to heart. 


HAT A CHARMING 
W novel I might have written 
about him — Death in Aca- 


pulco,’’ smirks middle-aged, 
sensation-seeking American professor 
Maryse Holder (Jackie Burroughs) in 
A Winter Tan. She’s just been laid and 
left by Andres, her ‘‘brown, smooth, 
20-year-old’’ Mexican fantasy. 

“My skin hangs from me like yellow, 
melting wax,’’ she notes by a harsh 
fluorescent rest-room light after 
18-year-old Felipe, another gigolo, 
walks out on her. 

Lucio is next: “‘His cock was the 
usual huge Indian one,’’ she says the 
next morning after he’s left, never to 
return. ‘‘I was too grateful to be gen- 
uinely aroused.”’ 

At this point the business-minded 
will be wishing they had a travel conces- 
sion in the lobby of the theater. ‘‘Men 
know how our desire for love over- 
whelms our intelligence....I’m on 
vacation from feminism....I only 
want to fuck.’’ Even though it turns 
downbeat before it ends, this film 
should persuade a few lonely, horny 
academics to change their vacation 
plans. 

Like many promiscuous people, 
Holder is disappointed when her nights 
of passion don’t segue into days of 
love. She’s treating the entire male 
population of Mexico as sex objects but 
wants the luxury of dropping an occa- 
sional man before he drops her. She 
finally gets that chance with Miguel 
(Erando Gonzalez), with whom she 
shares ‘‘four days of perfect love’’ in 
Mexico City. 

That’s followed by her final descent. 
In a beach village she has ‘‘this lovely 
child sucking away at my lips like a gup- 
py’”’ and is arrested for corrupting a 
minor. Once released she returns to 
Mexico City to await the end. 

Canadian Jackie Burroughs, who 
was memorable in The Grey Fox but 
hasn’t had much U.S. exposure since, 
sinks her teeth into this role with a 
vengeance, even overacting with her 
shoulder blades when she swims. She 
speaks most of Holder’s words, often 
directly to the camera and sometimes to 
other actors who pay no attention to 
her. Burroughs adapted the memoirs 
and is one of five credited directors, 
surely a record for a film with a single 
story line, intended as a political 
statement to emphasize the col- 
laborative nature of filmmaking. 

A more critical voice might have told 
Burroughs, who broke the material in 
as a theater piece, to tone it down a bit 
for the screen, but her overacting and 
overwriting somehow complement 
each other in this shameless tale of a 
woman sin verguenza. They make 
everything forgivable but the long final 
monologue shot from an unpleasant 
and unflattering low angle. 

The language of A Winter Tan is far 
more graphic than the visuals, but 
women of temperament similar to 
Holder’s should be turned on by the 
whole package. B

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Kate Wolf: Posthaniots record shows whaty welost. 


Kate Wolf, The Wind Blows Wild 
(Kaleidoscope). 
What we lost with the passing of Kate 
Wolf in late 1986 is brought home with 
heart-wrenching beauty on this first post- 
humous collection of previously- 
unreleased studio, radio and concert 
recordings. Longtime accompanying 
guitarist Nina Gerber selected this an- 
thology of ten songs recorded between 
June 1979 and May 1986 (the last in 
Kate's hospital room). Some arrange- 
ments are as simple as Kate’s guitar and 
vocal, some feature additional guitars, 
mandolin, harmonica, violin, piano, elec- 
tric bass and double harmony vocals. All 
turn on a voice that is as honest and in- 
timate as a lover's whisper in the night. 
Choosing a favorite track is impossible: 
How can you compare the simplicity of 
“Old Jerome” with the seductive sweep 
of ‘‘Statues Made of Clay’’? Or lines like 
“And you wonder if you're wrong/ and if 
dreamers don't belong/ Listen to the 
ones who love you best”’ with the 
deathbed birthday tribute to Wavy Gravy 
that asks ''Did you see him/ he was there 
to wave to you/ All those times/ you’ve 
needed him before/ You say this one 
shall lead you/ he knows we all must go/ 
The wind blows wild on the shore’? Or 
Kate's ‘Rising of the Moon” with Utah 
Phillips’ ‘‘Clearing in the Forest’? 
Apologies for less-than-perfect technical 
quality are unnecessary. If you need proof 
that every song, indeed every life, isa 
snowflake that belongs to the entire 
world once it is born, or that ‘Love has 
made a circle/ that holds us all 
together,”’ you need look no further than 
The Wind Blows Wild.

The Radiators, Zig-Zaggin’ 
Through Ghostland (Epic). 
Their second major-label record positions 
these veteran New Orleans rockers for 
national recognition. Zig-Zaggin’ sounds 
like a stab at becoming the new Little 
Feat. Unfortunately there already is a 
new Little Feat, successful in the main- 
stream and not quite as idiosyncratic as 
the old. Well, how about the new Atlanta 
Rhythm Section?

Even 
now it's a good album, hinting loudly at 
the band's capacity for hard-driving 
energy, which, legend has it, fuels long, 
sweat-drenched, dance-til-you-drop live 
performances. You can check them out

Swing — The Birth of Big Band 
Jazz: 1927-1934 (Bluebird/RCA). 


Avid collectors will already have most of 
these 16 tracks by ten different big 
bands from the “golden age." And a few 
might quibble with the high-tech cleanup 
work that's been done with the 
remarkable Sonic Solutions NoNOISE 
reprocessing system. But anyone in- 
terested in the early evolution of jazz, 
from the ‘territories’ to New York City, 
should reach for this anthology. It docu- 
ments historic contributions by Fletcher 
Henderson, Duke Ellington, Bennie 
Moten’s Kansas City Orchestra (which 
featured Count Basie and many of his 
future players), McKinney's Cotton 
Pickers (directed by the great Don 
Redman), Earl Hines (whose important 
Chicago big band has been over- 
shadowed by his piano style), Jimmie 
Lunceford, Louie Armstrong and others. 
Such tunes as ‘‘Jimtown Blues,”’ “‘Moten 
Swing,” ‘‘Diga Diga Doo," ‘‘Milenberg 
Joys,” ‘Grand Piano Blues” and “White 
Heat” will lift your spirits while educating 
you in the crucial cauldron of modern or- 
chestral jazz. And the NoNOISE rehab 
treatment works wonders.

The Walkabouts, Cataract 
(Sub Pop) 
Cataract is only the second album from 
this Seattle quartet, which, if the press 
kit is any indication, had a success 
among the critics with its first LP, See 
Beautiful Rattlesnake Gardens. Here the 
band moves in and out of acoustic folk 
and faster, guitar-driven styles. The songs 
are generally pleasant and listenable, but, 
alas, something is missing 

The band certainly deserves credit for 
its conviction, but the LP as a whole is a 
bit damp, the songs tending toward 
plains and not the hills. Singer/guitarists 
Carla Torgerson and Chris Eckman both 
have decent voices, but the songs fail to 
draw in and hold the listener. ‘Hell's 
Soup Kitchen,"’ with its staccato-paced, 
slightly off-kilter melody, hooks me each 
time | put it on, but by the time it's over, 
I'm left unsatisfied. Somewhere, in the 
melody lines that roll by too easily or in 
the predictability of the guitar solo, the 
energy fizzles. “‘Whereabouts 
Unknown,"’ very much a ‘“‘new folk"’ 
song, is another standout, but mostly 
due to superb guest violining by ex- 
Camper Jonathan Segal. Otherwise, 
Torgerson's vocals are a bit lackluster, 
and the song's melody fails to raise any 
goosebumps the way old Fairport 
records still do. She fares better sharing 
the vocals with Eckman on the eerie 
“Long Black Veil,"’ my favorite cut. 

| do like the Walkabouts’ kind of 
music, and I'm sure I'll continue to play 
the record. But ‘‘good”’ is not ‘‘great."’ 
Too much repeats itself, and, though 
several songs point towards a higher 
kind of energy, the record lacks the power 
to break new ground. (The band per- 
forms twice in SF this week: Thurs/1 at 
the Covered Wagon, 974-1585, and Fri/2 
at the Paradise Lounge, 861-6906.)

Tenor sax pioneer Illinois Jacquet: ‘It’s still in me.’ 








JAZZ GIANT 


Jacquet brings new big band back home

ENOR SAXOPHONE 

giant Illinois Jacquet will 

return to perform in Cali- 

fornia next week for the 

first time in eight years. The 
trip here will bring a long-delayed sym- 
metry to a career that took off nearly 50 
years ago. “‘It’s sort of likecoming back in 
your home territory,’’ he said in a recent 
telephone interview from his New York 
residence. ‘‘That’s where I first landed 
when I left the South.’’ But the cir- 
cumstances of the two trips could hard- 
ly be more different. 

An internationally revered master of 
swinging, pre-bebop jazz, steeped in 
the blues of his Texas and Louisiana 
homeland, Jacquet is flying west as the 
leader of a widely acclaimed big band, 
making its West Coast debut in a six- 
night run at Kimball’s East in Emery- 
ville. He made his first migration, 
however, as a scuffling teenager aspir- 
ing to a career in jazz. 

Born in Broussard, Louisiana in 
1922, and reared in Texas by his 
musical family, Jean Baptiste Illinois 
Jacquet started out playing drums but 
found a voice on alto sax in Milt 
Larkin’s Houston-based band of the 
late ’30s. ‘I wanted to get to New York 
where the musicians were,’’ the 
66-year-old musician remembers, ‘‘but 
my father’s railroad pass only went to 
California, so I went to California.’’ 

When he arrived in Los Angeles in 
1940, Jacquet joined the musician’s 
union, which was segregated into 
separate black and white locals. The 
black unit, local 757, was a genuinely 
brotherly affair, sponsoring Labor Day 
parades and holding regular jam ses- 
sions. There the young Jacquet met 
pianist Nat King Cole, who invited him 
to sit in with his famous trio. It was 
Cole who introduced Jacquet to vibist 
Lionel Hampton, in California to form 
his own big band after leaving the 
pathbreaking Benny Goodman ensem- 
ble. 





“We had the jam session of my life 
that night,’’ Jacquet recalls of his first 
meeting with Hampton. ‘‘He asked if 
I’d like to join his band and I said, 
‘Yeah, I’d like to join anybody’s band, 
I’m unemployed.’ It was my big 
chance to get to New York.”’ But there 
was one catch: Hampton asked Jac- 
quet to switch from alto to tenor sax- 
ophone. ‘‘I was stunned but I said to 
myself, if you want to get to New York, 
you better do some switching.”’ 

Armed with his new horn, Jacquet 
finally made it to the Big Apple and, at 
the ripe age of 19, made his first record- 
ing, blowing a solo on ‘‘Flying Home’’ 
which would set the tone of his entire 
career. ‘“‘It was the biggest thing I’ve 
ever done in my life,’’ he says. ‘‘It was 
just a streak of luck from god that I was 
able to capture that. 

““At the time, I was playing like all 
the greats that played the tenor sax, I 
could sound like any of them. But I had 
nothing original for myself. Just as I 
left the saxophone section to walk up to 
the microphone and take this first solo 
I’dever recorded in my whole life, Mar- 
shall Royal, who was much more ex- 
perienced than anybody else in the 
band, reached over and said, ‘Go for 
yourself, man.’ That’s what I heard, 
‘Go for yourself.’ And I thought what 
the hell’s that gonna mean?”’ 

But in that moment, the, 19-year-old 
Jacquet, who had been influenced by 
such players-as Herschel Evans, Arnett 
Cobb, and Coleman Hawkins, created 
his own style. ‘‘In those days we only 
had two minutes and 45 seconds to 
make.a record for the whole band,’’ he 
remembers, and yet Jacquet was able to 
reel off aconfident, aggressive solo that 
became the model for countless blues- 
based, honking and screaming tenor 
players in jazz and rhythm and blues 
throughout the 1940s and early ’50s. 

From that seminal solo, Jacquet’s 
career soared. He played the first Jazz 
at the Philharmonic concert produced 
in Los Angeles by Norman Granz in 
1944 and dashed off another legendary 








‘improvisation that became known as 


“Blues, Part 2.’’ He joined the Count 
Basie band for a short while and 
organized his own bands, typically 
octets featuring his brother Russell on 
trumpet, alongside Joe Newman or 
Fats Navarro, trombonist J.J. John- 
son, baritone saxophonist Leo Parker, 
pianist Sir Charles Thompson, bassist 
Al Lucas and drummer Shadow 
Wilson. 

He let others follow the revolu- 
tionary bebop lead of Charlie Parker 
and Dizzy Gillespie, hewing to his own 
swinging, blues-drenched style. ‘‘Be- 
bop was great when it was played by the 
originators,’’ he says. ‘‘It was a pro- 
gressive type of movement that ex- 
panded this music, but the imitators 
thinned it out.’ 

During the ascent of rock and roll in 
the 1960s, Jacquet, like many other 
jazz artists who were ignored at home, 
organized a trio with organist Milt 
Buckner and drummer Jo Jones and 
found a receptive audience in Europe. 
“They buy records over there and 
study all about it}’’ he enthuses. “‘They 
knew more about my record dates than 
I did. We were a big thing in Europe.”’ 

In the early ’80s, while working with 
a quintet featuring bassist Slam 
Stewart, Jacquet was invited to give a 
guest lecture in a jazz history class at 
Harvard University. ‘‘Harvard didn’t 
support jazz in the performing arts,’’ 
Jacquet says, ‘‘and they still don’t.’ 
Nonetheless he became an artist-in- 
residence there for two semesters in 
1983 and ’84 and the experience trig- 
gered a whole new phase in his career. 

‘When those students met me and I 
met them, we had such a wonderful 
understanding,’ he says. ‘‘Teaching 
became a love affair. Students were 
busting their behinds to get into these 
classes. Even though most of them 
were going to be lawyers or doctors, 
they didn’t miss a class.’’ 

Jacquet organized his students into a 
big band, writing charts and’ leading 
rehearsals for campus performances. 
“Being the perfectionist that I am,’’ he 
says, ‘‘I wanted them to sound just like 
they were a professional band and they 
were so great, they sounded just like a 
Count Basie band. That’s when I got 
the idea that if young people could 
understand this music, it was time for 
me to go professionally with a big 
band. I had to do this.” 

Jacquet organized his first big band 
in over 30 years, featuring such 
longtime colleagues as arranger and 
tenor saxophonist Eddie Barefield, 
altoist Marshall Royal and bassist Milt 
Hinton, plus trumpeter Jon Faddis, 
trombonist Frank Lacy, pianist 
Richard Wyands and others. (The 
touring group is slightly less star- 
studded but no less exciting). 

The recent release of the rousing 
big-band recording Jacquet’s Got It! 
(Atlantic Jazz) — augmented by reis- 
sues of earlier works such as 1957’s 
Banned in Boston (Portrait) and an im- 
portant, mostly late ’40s collection of 
The Black Velvet Band (Bluebird/ 
RCA) — has brought Jacquet back into 
the limelight. 

“‘We’re not just out there blowing 
for nothing,’’ he notes. ‘‘The 
youngsters have been deprived of this 
music. Our youngsters are being 
wasted, we’re losing them. If 
youngsters are given the chance to play 
music, they learn how to do things they 
never dreamed they could do. That is 
why it’s important that we explore this 
big band as much as possible. We don’t 
have the Duke Ellingtons, the Count 
Basies, the Jimmie Luncefords, the 
Fletcher Hendersons, the big bands 
that were flourishing when I was com- 
ing up. We would like to express that 
kind of excitement that was once here. 
And it’s still in me.”’

Dance Theatre of Harlem brings Giselle to 
life in the bayou 


DANCE THEATRE OF HARLEM. 
Frederic Franklin’s production of 
Giselle and Balanchine's Allegro Bril- 
lante. Presented by the San Francisco 
Opera at the War Memorial Opera 
House, SF. Saturday, May 20th and 
Sunday, May 21st.

TRY TO STAY away from 
Giselle: It’s just too painful a 
story. In a fairy tale the peasant 
girl is supposed to get the prince, 
not go mad and kill herself. In my 

more militant days I used to think that 
Giselle should have taken that sword 
and stabbed Albrecht, the lover who 
betrayed her, instead of herself. His 
overwhelming grief and sense of guilt 
simply seemed another piece of male 
self-indulgence. As far as I was con- 
cerned, he was and remained a cad. 

However, Dance Theatre of Harlem’s 
idea of moving the setting of Giselle 
from Germany to Creole Louisiana al- 
most reconciled me to this essence of 
romanticism. Setting it in the ante- 
bellum South removed some of the 
Teutonic heaviness that only serves to 
underline the inherent melodrama. 

Instead of dark woods and gloomy 
overhanging mountains, DTH’s 
Giselle was suffused with a warm, sunny 
light that even penetrated the swampy 
bayou of the second-act graveyard 
scene. The costumes of the hunting 
party in umber, beige and brown, the 
men in off-white top hats, the women in 
veiled bonnets and long trains, looked 
noble and elegant. It made the class dis- 
tinctions in this highly stratified society of 
freed slaves, set as they were against the 
simple bandanas and paisleys of the 
farmers, plausible and convincing. 

Inthe second act the Wilis, ghosts of all 
the maidens abandoned at the altar who 
force faithless lovers to dance till they 
drop dead, are usually dressed in pure 
white; DTH had them in light beige with a 
hint of a peplum down the back of their 
soft skirts. They looked stunning — less 
formal, less icy, but totally convincing. It 
was thrilling to see how DTH made this 
most European of ballets its own. 

What added additional interest to this 
particular Giselle was the way it pointed 
out just how operatic a work it really is — 
not in the grand opera style of the 19th 
century, which is through-composed, but 
that of the earlier period, in which arias 
alternate with recitatives that carry the 
plot forward. There really isn’t that much 
dancing in Giselle: Much of it is mimed 
drama and its dancers, therefore, have to 
be competent actors, able to tell the story 
through gestures. Giselle’s mother (Linda 
Swayze) raising her hands to heaven in 
her reluctance to have Giselle dance 
because of her weak heart; Giselle (Judy 
Tyrus) grabbing the sides of her face as 





she goes mad; Albert’s (Augustus Van 
Heerden) fatal reaching for that nonexis- 
tent sword that betrays him as a noble- 
man; Myrta, the head Wilis, forcing the 
continuation of the dance with imperious 
pointings of her staff — all demand effec- 
tive use of clear gestural language. DTH’s 
principals were excellent with material 
that could easily look trite but was beauti- 
fully integrated into the drama. 

Dance Theater of Harlem is a splendid 
company. The ensemble looked well 
balanced, the soloists young but full of 
promise. Judy Tyrus, originally from 
Richmond and a former member of the 
Oakland Ballet, was a very lovely Giselle. 
She is a tiny dancer, coquettish and 
vulnerable in the first act. As a ghostly ap- 
parition later on she developed a waxen 
limpidness that infused even her most im- 
passioned passages. You were never quite 
sure whether she was ghost or woman, 
which is exactly as it should be. She was 
heartbreakingly beautiful in one par- 
ticular section in which, in tittle sousous 
jumps, she hopped across the stage like a 
broken bird with its legs tied together. 

Augustus Van Heerden, looking re- 
markably like a young Arthur Mitchell, 
was appropriately heroic and imperious 
as Albert (Albrecht), though a little less 
convincing in the second act. His inter- 
pretation at times seemed a little choppy, 
not quite integrating that peculiar mix- 
ture of horror, grief and Sehnsucht that 
the part demands. Endalyn Taylor as 
Myrta brought down the house with her 
spectacular jumps; the chorus of Wilis 
was simply exquisite in its mirror-like 
wave patterns that moved in quivering lit- 
tle steps across the stage like a chilly 
autumn wind. They had wonderful arms 
that they used like pointed fences against 
their victims. 

The program opened with Balanchine’s 
Allegro Brillante, a reminder once 
again of how much of a musical genius 
‘this most important of our chore- 
ographers was. Set to Tchaikovsky’s 
truncated Piano Concerto No. 3 
(played by Norman Krieger), this ab- 
stract work reflects and expands on the 
music so perfectly, and yet develops a 
structure so totally of its own, that it 
seems impossible that the music and 
dance were created almost a hundred 
years apart. 

Set for a company of eight and two 
soloists, Stephane Dabney and Ronald 
Perry, it’s a fast-moving work in which 
staggered entrances allow for slight in- 
dividual interpretations, in which vir- 
tuosity is coupled with softness, in 
which the balance between the soloists 
and the ensemble is so elegantly worked 
out that the whole piece feels like one ex- 
tended breath of fresh air. Set against that 
forever-Balanchine-blue backdrop, 
Allegro was danced with great ease and 
an expansive sense of space, a spirited 
opening for this very finecompany.

Fate of Heaven 


“To boldly go where no man has 
been before”’ lures three million 
visitors a year to the unspoiled 
beauty of Yosemite National Park. 
That paradox is at the heart of this 
stunning documentary, which could 
increase tourism further. Executive 
producer Robert Redford narrates 
from an 1851 journal of one of the 
first whites to intrude on the 
peaceful valley. Producer/direc- 
tor/photographer/co-writer Jon Else 
captures magnificent images which 
have hardly changed in 138 years, 
juxtaposing them with shots of an 
endless parade of RVs, experi- 
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enced and inexperienced campers, 
caretakers of the park — humans 
learning to appreciate and coexist 
with nature. Unlike most ecology- 
minded films, this one suggests the 
coexistence is working, despite 
ominous words about tourists from 
a local postmaster: ‘‘They really get 
their batteries recharged, but they 
destroy a little bit too.

The Imperial Bells 
of China. 


Current events in Tiananmen 
Square may make this an odd time 
to attend a show that glosses 
China's imperial past. But if you 
can swallow a little cultural 
paradox, you might want to check 
out this elaborate pageant, now on 
its first U.S. tour. Performed by the 
Hubei Song and Dance Ensemble, 
the production's real stars are 64 
bronze bells, replicas of 
2,400-year-old chimes unearthed 
by archeologists from China's 
Hubei Province. Chinese harps, 


pan pipes, zithers, and flutes 
fashioned from wood, hide, metal, 
gourd, bamboo and silk provide 
more ethereal sounds, and the 
tableau-style production also 
features a corps of female 
dancers who create memorable 
effects with the six-foot sleeves of 
their flowing silk costumes. For a 
Hollywood touch, there's actor 
Gregory Peck intoning the taped 
narration.
